If the entire trip cannot be made by trolley, 
how much of it can be thus made? 

These are questions that a representative 
of THE TRIBUN®, starting from Chicago this 
morning, will undertake to answer. Just 
what his route will be, just what towns and 
cities he will pass through, and just what 
problems will confront him even he does not 
know, but he will go to New York by trolley 
if possible. 

At first glance the idea seems rather ab- 
surd, does it not? Well, get out your trolley 
maps, if you have any, and look into the 
mattera little. Trolley development has been 
going on at a tremendous rate, especially in 
the middle west. It has despoiled villages 
and crossroads stores of their trade and 
given it to the larger towns and cities. 


Revolution Worked by Trolley. 
The farmer who formerly drove to the vil- 
lage now takes the trolley to town, whether 
he wishes to buy or sell, and he saves time 
by so doing. Even the villager goes to town 
for any but the smallest purchases. Such 
cities as Indianapolis, Columbus, Toledo, 
Cleveland, Detroit, and Buffalo are given a 
tremendous amount of retail business by the 
trolley. They are trolley centers, and their 
lines extend long distances in all directions, 
reaching out like tentacles for the country 
trade. So the trolley is an important busi- 
ness factor, and its rapid development marks 
changes of far reaching effect. In some 
slight measure it even affects the great rall- 
road centers. The man who has Indianapolis 
practically brought to his door finds that he 

has fewer purchases to make in Chicago. 


Development of the Trunk Line. 


But electric transportation, in spite of the 
many great systems.now in operation, has 
been developed almost entirely by localities, 
and it is only comparatively recently that 
much attention has been given to trunk lines. 
Its mission has been to feed certain of the 
smaller cities and not necessarily to connect 
them. Therein lies the trouble when it comes 
to making a long trip. A glance at the map 


matter to go anywhere you like and as far as 
you lke; a second glance will convince you 
that it ie not so easy, and a littie study will 
show that a long trip presents some difficult 
problems. 

It is not that there are not plenty of trolley 
lines, but they are errati¢ in their wander- 
ings, uncertain in their connections, and fur- 
nish direct lines of communication for only 
short distances. Illinois, Indiana, and Ohio 
show a perfect network of trolleys. The most 
intricate mate, designed to bewilder, is a 
simple thing by comparison. But you find 
yourself constantly running up “blind alleys” 
when you try to trace out a route; the line 
ends unexpectedly in some insignificant town 
or somewhere out in theruraldistrict. Asa 
general thing there are connections only 
when the system centering in some other 
town or city has pushed a line out to the 
same place. These conditions are disappear- 
ing somewhat, as the through line from city 
to city grows in favor, but the great majority 
of lines as yet are simply trolley center feed- 
ers and lead nowhere. 


Uncertainties of Trolley Traveling. 


The man who leaves this morning cannot 
gay with any certainty where he will be to- 
night or how he will cross the state of In- 
diana. He may go south in Illinois and cross 
into Indiana near Danville, going from 
there to Indianapolis and continuing Ito 
Ohio by a southern route. He may round the 
southern end of Lake Michigan, and then 
turn south to Indianapolis. 

There is an advantage in taking an Indian- 
apolis route, for, once that city is reached, 
there is almost a direct line into Ohio, but 
such a plan involves a long detour, it being 
necessary to ‘turn north again soon after 
crossing the Ohio line. A more direct possi- 
bility lies in the direction of Fort Wayne, 
from which place it seems to be possible to 
reach Toledo, so he may next be heard from 
somewhere in northern Indiana. Still an- 
other route may take him east through Mich- 
igan. If he can reach Kalamazoo by trolley 
the way seems fairly clear to Ann Arbor and 
Detroit, from either of which places he may 
be able to reach Toledo, but it will be difficult 
and may be impossible to get to Kalamazoo 
by trolley. 

Some@hing of a Zigzag. 


No one of these routes is direct to even 
the point first mentioned. To reach Fort 
Wayne, which would seem to be on the most 
direct line, it is necessary to go east, then 
south, and then northeast. It all looks 
straightaway at first, although considerably 
north of the objective point, but the east 
une ends and it is necessary to turn south 
to find another. The same sort of sigzagging 
is required to reach Indianapolis, whether 
one tries the Illinois or the Indiana route, 
The first takes him southwest before he is 
able to turn east, and the second takes him 
east of it before he is able to turn again. The 
Kalamazoo route is even more of a puszie, 
and may prove wholly impossible. 

Tue TRiIBUN®E’s trolley traveler is provided 
with maps and probably has figured out a 
tentative route, but it is so unlikely that he 
can stick to it for even a day that he is hold- 
ing his own counsel with regard to it. He 
may deem it wise to abandon it before noon. 

Trolley development has been so rapid 
that maps are imperfect and unegatisfactory. 
It may be said, however, that the first prob- 
‘Jem of the trip will be solved when Kalae- 
mazoo, Fort Wayne, or Indianapolis is 
reached. From either Kalamazoo or Indian- 
apolis, as has been stated, it is practically 
cléar sailing for some distance east, but the 
route beyond Fort Wayne is not so direct or 
simple. It seems possible to reach Toledo 
from Fort Wayne only by making a detour to 
the south. 


Erratic Course in Dlinois. 

The Indianapolis route, while it presents 
few difficulties between that city and the 
Ohio line, begins to show some erraticism 
after the line is crogsed. It passes through

‘MARRIAGE OF TODAY BARTER’ 


Archbishop Ireland Scores Mod- 
ern Wedding Contract. 


‘DIVORCE ALMOST FASHION.’ 


Prelate Declares Ceremony ot the 
Times Mere Commercial Exchange. 


St. Paul, Minn., March 28—Archbishop 
John Ireland of St. Paul has written a letter 
to the clergy and laity of this archdiocese 
on the subject of marriage and divorce, in 
which he characterizes the marriage con- 
tract of the times a mere commercial ex- 


‘Lhe letter says: 

“ Christian marriage is a sacrament—an 
act permeated with divine activity. To the 
Christian the marriage contract can never be 
a mere natural engagement between man 
and woman, ruled by laws adopted by their 
own freedom. Nor is it a mere social or civil 
contract, made binding only through civil 
enactments, lasting only so long as those 
enactments order it to last. 


Marriage Bond Indissoluble. 

“In the teaching of Christ the marriage 
comtract is indissoluble. Human laws cah- 
not dissolve it. The church, in its spiritual 
supremacy, cannot dissolve it. 

The cessation of the contract, the remar- 
riage to another of husband or of wife, ren- 
ders fatherless or motherless the children of 
the first marriage, dissipates in their souls 
the sanctity of the home. 

Divorce breaks up the home, which God 
intended as the sanctuary of love and safety 
for husband and for wife, for son and for 
daughter. | 

Today, as never before, war is made upon 
Christian marriage, The contract of mar- 
riage is stripped of all religious ceremonial, 
of all sacred meaning. 

“It becomes a mere barter of hearts and 
fortunes, hastily entered into as the most in- 
significant of commercial exchanges, to be 
no less hastily burst asunder and forgotten. 

“ Divorce is almost the fashion. Nations 
vie with one another in yielding up their 
statute books to its decrees. America leads 
in the race to do honor toits rule. Our record 
in this regard is shameful. 

“The moment is solmen for the Catholic 
church. She is on exhibition, before the 
world, as the one Christian church, since 
she alone holds steadfastly to the teachings 
of Christ on marriage. 

„She is on exhibition as the one guardian 
of the family and of the social fabric itself.“ 


Encyclical Ainis to Guard Unions. 

Referring to the recent encyclical of the 
pope, Archbishop Ireland says: 

The aim of the legislation, enacted in the 
encyclical, is to throw strong safeguards 
around marriage, removing from espousals 
and from the contract of marriage the fatal 
peril of haste and thoughtlessness. 

The remedy to this haste and thought- 
lessness is the presence of the priest at every 
marriage, and the opportunity allowed him to 
ascertain beforehand whether there are pre- 
Existing impediments to the marriage and to 


sel as will fit them for the reception of the 
sacrament and secure to them the plentitude 
of its spiritual graces.”’ 


ARRESTED FOR SCARING 
MRS. ROOSEVELT’S PARTY. 
Vicksburg Police Hold Man Who Created 


Excitement by Rushing at Presi- 
dent's Wife and Flourishing Grip. 


Vicksburg, Miss, March 28.—Just as Gen. 
Stephen D. Lee, acting Mayor Harding, and 
others were greeting Mrs. Roosevelt and her 
party upon their arrival here today a man 
at the railroad station created a sensation 
by rushing to ward the group waving a grip. 

He was seized by the police and after 
strenuous protests dragged back from the 
crowd. He said his name was George Shadid 
and that he was on his way to Greenville, 
Miss. 

The police held him until after the de- 
parture of Mrs. Roosevelt and her party for 
New Orleans. ; 

After an investigation the police said the 
prisoner's statement that he is a traveling 
salesman and meant no harm to the presi- 
dent's wife probably is true. The dangerous 
looking grip contained only such articles as a 
Salesman for dealers in oriental articles 
might carry. There were no explosives or 
weapons. 

Mrs. Roosevelt and party, after a drive 
through the National Library park accom- 
panied by Gen. Lee, commander in chief of 
the Confederate Veterans, departed at 2 p. m. 
aboard the president's yacht, Mayflower. In 
the national cemetery Mrs. Roosevelt reg- 
istered with the same pen the president used 
in registering when here in November. A 
collection of flowers was sent aboard the 
yacht by the city council.

FORMER CHICAGO MAN ONE OF LEADERS 


New York, March 28.—[Special.]—The Hay- 
market tragedy of Chicago was almost re- 
enacted in Union square today when an 
anarchist who graduated from the ranks of 
socialism attempted to hurl a bomb into 
Capt. Reilly’s squad of policemen. 

The bomb exploded in the hands of the as- 
sassin, who was mortally wounded. A com- 
panion of the anarchist was killed instantly, 
four policemen were wounded, and scores of 
persons near by were struck by flying frag- 
ments of the bomb. 

The outrage followed the breaking up by 


the police of a massmeeting of socialists, 
many of whomn carried red flags. 


BOMB THROWER OONFESSES. 

Tue man Who held the bomb and who was 
about to hurl it at the squad of policemen 
when it exploded had his right hand blown 
off just above the wrist and both of his eyes 
were blown out. 

Despite his terrible injuries he was occa- 
sionally conscious during thie afternoon and 
evening and told the police and the coroner, 
who took his ante-mortem statement, that 
he had intended to throw the bomb at the 
police. 

He also said that he had been beaten by a 
policeman over on the east side about a week 
ago when he was trying to make a speech 
and be wanted to get revenge. 


“ORDERED TO KILL.” 

Later he added: “I was told to do this. I 
bought the nitroglycerin for the bomb at a: 
drug store at Clark street and Broadway, 
Brooklyn. I made the bomb myself from a 


piece of gaspipe. 
„I have a wife and two children in Russia, 


I have been in the United States two years. 
My nearest relative is named Cohen and 
lives at 21 Park street, Brooklyn. I worked 
for a tailor named Goldstein on Eldridge 
street, near Broome street (Manhattan).“ 

The bomb thrower said his name was Selig 
Silverstein and that he lived at 82 Beaver, 
Brooklyn. 

DISCIPLES OF HUNTER. 

Silverstein’s companion was identified as 
Ignatz Hillebrand of 288 Third avenpe, a 
tailor who worked for H. Beckman of & 
Prospect place, Brooklyn. 

Both Silverstein and Hillebrand were fol- 
lowers of Robert Hunter, the Chicago 
preacher of socialism, and graduated from 
his school into the ranks of the Berkman- 
Goldman anarchists. 

In Stiverstein’s room in Brooklyn a letter, 
sealed and stamped, addressed to Berkman, 
was found by the police. 


BOMB CRUDE AFFAIR. 

The bomb itself appears to have been filled 
with tenpenny nails and buttons. Frag- 
ments picked up around the scene of the ex- 
plosion indicate that these, together with the 
explosive used, were placed im an oval cov- 
ering of thin sheet brass. 

Several witnesses said that they saw sparks 
coming from the bomb just before it ex- 
ploded, which makes it practically certain 
that it was set off by means of a fuse, and 
that the explosive used was gunpowder. 

That the loss of life was not greater is due 
to a combination of fortunate circumstances. 

Had the bomb exploded half an hour earlier 
the chances are that several more persons 
would have been killed. 

As it was, nearly everybody in the park 
had been driven out by the police. 


ASSASSIN BIDES TIME. 

It had been a trying afternoon both for the 
policemen and for the thousends who had 
been trying to hold a meeting, but it seemed 
at 8 o'clock’ as if things were pretty well 
cleared up. 

Five minutes later, when the explosion 
took place, excepting the police, there were 
not more than a dozen persons within the 
limite of the park.

The meeting was planned by the lealers of 
the so-called unemployed conference of the 
socialist party, prominent in whose councils 
have been Morris Hillquit and Robert Hunt- 
er, once head worker of the University settle- 
ment and formerly of Chicago and now hus- 
band of the former Miss Caroline er 
sister of J. G. Phelps Stokes. 

Mr. Hunter himself was in the crowd that 
tried to hold the meeting and marched | 
around the side streets for some time ty fore 
becoming convinced that the police would 
not give way. 

This evening he denounced the treatment 
of the crowd by the police, saying that it was 
an outage. He was especially severe on the 
way the mounted police rode into the crowd. 


POLICE ARE DEFIED. 

He admitted that Inspector Schmittberger, 
who was in command of the police, had told 
him that there could not be any speaking be- 
cause no permit had been obtained. 

I told Inspector Schmittberger, said Mr. 
Hunter, that I guessed we'd have to make 
an effort to speak anyhow.” 

Mr. Hunter did, in fact, make an effort to 
speak anyhow.’ When the human eddy car- 
ried him into East Seventh street he climbed 
half way up a flight of stairs and began to

Others, like Robert Hunter, went to the 
square and added fuel to the flames. 

RED CARDS CALL FOR PARADE. 

The demonstration was advertised in the 
various socialist papers of the east side, and 
also by printed red cards that were dis- 
tributed in the streets. 

Friday morning, for example, when the 

socialist leaders must have known that they 
could get no permit and the meeting could 
not be held, there appeared in the Vorwärts, 
a newspaper published in Yiddish at 179 Kast 
Broadway, an appeal to the workmen of 
New York, Brooklyn, and Brownsville to 
stand on the street that the dirty rich might 
see what hunger meant.”

TELLS CONFLICTING STORIES. 

At the hospital Silverstein gave several ad- 
dresses and made various conflteting state- 
ments. First he said that he lived at 21 
Monteith street. Brooklyn, near Flushing 
avenue. 

Then he changed ti to 21 Park street, where 
he said he lived with his uncle, a man named 
Cohen. 

Still later he said his address was 82 Beaver 
street, where he lived with his cousin, Mrs. 
Gussie Alexander, and this proved to be cor- 
rect. 

Assistant District Attorney Hartford P. 
Marshall was in the Everett house when the 
explosion occurred. He got to the hospital 
soon after Silverstein arrived there. 


GIVES MOTIVE FOR CRIME. 

To Mr. Marshall, Silverstein said that he 
got some nitroglycerin at a drug store at 
Cook street and Broadway, Brooklyn, and 
made the bomb from a recipe he found in an 
encyclopedia. 

The case, he said, was of brass pipe, into 
which he put nails along with the nitro- 
glycerin. 

He said he wanted revenge on the police- 
men for beating him when he tried to make 
a speech, but the bomb thrower did not stick 
to this version long. 

A few ‘minutes later he said it was not 
nitroglycerin he put in the bomb, but just 
plain gunpowder, and that he carried it in 
his hand, wrapped up in a paper parcel, all 
the way from Brooklyn. 

He also told Mr. Marshaii that he was mar- 
ried, and had two children, though at his 
Brooklyn address he is known as a bach- 
elor. 

BOMB BLINDS THROWER. 

Early this evening the surgeons at Bellevue 
hospital amputated the shattered stump of 
Silverstgin’s arm. They also reduced a dis- 
location of the collar bone. 

Dr. Cuddebach, one of the attending sur- 
geons, said that the explosion had rendered 
the bomb thrower totally blind. His left eye 
is entirely gone and his right one useless. 

Dr. Geiser, a Bellevue ambulance surgeon, 
said tonight that half an hour before the 
explosion he answered a call at Irving place 
and Fourteenth street, and at the time he 
saw two policemen roughly handling a man 
who looks much like Silverstein, but he 
thinks that if there had been any bomb in 
his pockets at that time it would have ex- 
ploded. 

POLICEMEN ARE INJURED. 

When the bomb exploded Policeman Pat. 
rick Hannan of Capt. O’Reilly’s squad wes 
hit by a fragment of the brass bomb case and 
his right foot was so badly cut that he was 
taken to the New York hospital for treat- 
ment. 

At the same time mounted Policeman Joseph 
O’Brien of the Leonard street station was 
riding toward the park fountain. 

His horse, frightened by the terrific report, 
which was heard ten blocks away, reared and 
threw him and his left ankle was sprained. 

He, too, went to the New York hospital. 

CROWDS ARE DISPERSED. 

The Fourteenth street station of the sub- 
way was not an agreeable stopping place 
at any time between 1 and 4 o'clock this aft- 
ernoon. Not even the sidewalks were safe. 

The mounted policemen preferred the side- 
walks to the middle of the street) the ap- 
parent desire being to drive everybody into 
the side streets. 

For half an hour after the explosion the 
mounted officers rode along the sidewaik 
on the east side of Fourth avenue and even 
down Broadway a block or two from the 
square. 0 

The point of this did not appear, but the 
policemen kept on doing it until Inspector 
Schmittberger sent them a sharp oe to 
keep in the street. : 

25,000 AT MEETING. 

Morris Hiliquit, the legal adviser of the 
unemployed conference, tried vainly to in- 
duce Justice O’Gorman of the Supreme court 
to issue an injunction restraining the police 
from interfering with the meeting, and when 
that plan failed, he says, he sent out notice 
that the meeting was called off and staid 
away from it himself.

“I protest against your stopping this 
demonstration.” 

The inspector said nothing, but a police- 
man .told. Zimm to move on, whereupon 
Zimm produced a pamphlet which he said 
was the United States constitution, and he 
demanded that Schmittberger read the first 
amendment, which guarantees the right of 
free assembly. 


CROWD BECOMES UNRULY. 


Schmittberger replied that for the time 
being he was in charge there and no public 
speaking would be allowed, there having 
been no permit issued for it. A score of po- 
licemen handed Zimm back into the crowd. 

Three moving vans pulled up right thereat 
the same moment. Some one got the idea 
that the speakers should stand in them te 
address the crowd. 

The drivers were told to hustle away. 
wouldn't and were arrested. 

After that the crowd rapidly became more 
unruly and was handled with increasing 
vigor, by the police, who unceremoniously 
threw back everybody who overstepped the

POLICE HUSH HARANGUE. 

At Fourteenth street and Irving place - 
man got up on a box which he brought him- 
self and began to harangue the crowd. 

A mounted policeman yanked him off the 
box and another hustled him away. 

It was about this time that the crowd along 
the Fourth avenue side of the square began 
to sing the Marseillaise.’’ 

The idea soon became popular and the 
famous French air was sung by thousands. 
This probably did not improve the temper 
of Schmittberger. 

Several attempts were made to deliver 


speeches from the steps of the Academy of. 


Music. 

A mounted policeman drove his horse at 
the tistening crowd, and the impetus carried 
the animal well up the steps before he 
stopped, the crowd meanwhile scattering 
for dear life. 


ASSASSIN A RUSSIAN. 

Silverstein, who is about 20 years old, lived 
with his cousin, Mrs. Jacob Alexander, at 82 
Beaver street, Williamsburg. He came to 
this country when he was 7 years old from 
Bielostok, Russia. 

Hip father’s name was Ieaac Cohen, but 
the son took the name of Silverstein, his 
mother’s name, soem after he came to this 
country. 

Silverstein first went to live with his un- 
cle, Morris Cohen, who is 60 years old and 
lives. at 21 Park street, Williamsburg. 

Silverstein got work as a tailor, making 
cloaks for women, but it wasn't long be- 
fore he. fell out with his uncle because of his 
radical ideas. 

Cohen also objected to his nephew because 
he. didn’t send money to support his mother, 
who is still living in Russia. 


UNCLE OPPOSED VIEWS. 

As a result of his quarrels with his uncle 
Snverstein left Cohen's home and lived away 
from his relatives for a time. 

A few months ago his cousin, Mrs. Alex- 
ander, a daughter of Morris Cohen, found 
him in a hospital and took him to her home 
at 82 Beaver street, Williamsburg. Silver- 
stein has been living with her since then. 

As soon as the police learned this they 
gathered in Mrs. Alexander and her young 
daughter and took them to police head- 
quarters in Brooklyn, where they were 
questioned by Capt. Kuhne, who is in charge 
of the deteetive bureau there. 

The Alexander home is on the third floor of 

a six story tenement. Silverstein had a 
room there. 

Mrs, Alexander said that Silverstein kept 


never got beyond. the first sentence 
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‘never knew, because be didn't tell me. 

“I know that he did not get along with 
his uncle deca lise his uncle did not approve 
ot his ideas. 

For a long time he talked about socialism. 
Then he said socialism was not strong 
enough to overcome the evils of the day and 
he became a strong anarchist. 

For some time he has been reading an- 
archiatic literature, and whenever he was 
spoken to about it he sald it was nobody’s 
business what he did. 

„Recently we have noticed that his mind 
was not as strong as it formerly was. 


MIND BECAME WEAKER. 

“We believed that his mind had become 
unbalanced. But he never spoke of bombs 
or of doing anything violent. 

“I am sure that he never had anything to 
do with the making of bombs in his room.“ 

Mrs. Alexander said that Silverstein start- 
ed for Manhattan as usual this morning. He 
said he wae going to work, but she said she 
did not believe him, as it was the Jewish 


Sabbath and she knew he did work on 
that day. 


KNEW OF TROUBLE BREWING. 

Goldstein, the employer of Silverstein, said 
he had worked there on and off for the last 
two years. He said that during the last week 
Silverstein read many articles in the Jewish 
newspapers concerning the Union square 
meeting, and that Friday night, just be- 
fore he left the shop, Silverstein said: 

1 guess I won't go to Union square to- 


| morrow. There'll be a lot of people killed 
' and. I don't want to be one of them.“ 


Goldstein said that while Silverstein was a 


sort of firebrand, and expressed bimself as 
| believing. in anarchistic principles, he was 
: sure he belonged to no anarchistic club and 
was not In any general plot. 


PLOT EVIDENCE REVEALED. 

The police searched the rooms of Silver- 
stein in Brooklyn and found letters which 
the detectives said indicated that Beckman 
and Silverstein had been in anarchistic con- 
spiracies. 

The police said that what they found 
was so important they coyld not make it 
public and sent all the letters and papers 
they found to police headquarters in Man- 
hattan. 

Deputy Police Commissioner Woods, who 
teok charge of a score or more detectives, 
was at the morgue until late tonight. He 
received reports from the detectives and 
said: 

“We have received a good deal of in- 
formation, but it is of such a nature that 
it cannot be made public tonight.“ 


BERKMAN LETTERS FOUND. 
Capt. Kuhne of the Brooklyn detective bu- 
reau was. asked tf the letters were signed 
„ Beckman ” or “ Berkman.” He said: 
“The letters are signed Alexander Berk- 
man. Some of them are written in Yiddish 
and they reveal anarchistic plots of such @ 
nature that it would not be wise to tell at 
this time about them. The letters heve been 
gent to the Manhattan headquarters.” 
Alexander Berkman, who shot Henry C. 
Frick and married Emma Goldman, was at 
his home. 210 East Thirteenth street, tonight. 
When told about the letters he said that he 
had never written to any one in Brooklyn, 
that he did not know Silverstein or Cohen, 
that Silverstein was a socialist and he was 
an anarchist and that he was not in the habit 
of putting anything he had to say in writing. 


CARD GIVES CLEW. 

The identity of Hillebrand was established 
late at night. A card, on which was written 
„H. Beckman, 82 Prospect place, Brook- 
lyn,” was found in the dead man's pocket. 

The other effects were a watch case No. 
808571, a pair of eyeglasses, several packages 
of needles, and a number of advertisements 
for tailors, cut from the newspapers. The 
eyeglasses were marked: ‘“‘ Yans, 347 Fourth 
a venue.“ 

There is an eyeglaes maker named Lans at 
that address. He looked at the glasses and 
said at once that he had made them for a 
man named Beckman. 

His description of Beckman tallied closely 
with that of the dead man. Yans said that all 
that he knew about Beckman was that he 


was a tailor. 


IDENTITY IS BSTABLISHED. 

The police, however, soon learned that the 
H. Beckman of Prospect place was alive. 
They picked him up and took him to the 
morgue in Manhattan on the theory that he 
might be able to identify the man who had 
been killed by the bomb. 

Beckman is a tallor's cutter and has been 
working for Northrup & Curry, cloakmakers 
at 43 East Tenth street. 

When Beckman got to the morgue and saw 
the dead man he said he wascertain that the 
man was Ignats Hillebrand of 288 Third 
avenue. 

He said that Hillebrand worked for him 
for some time in his tailor shop in Eldridge 
street, but left him some time ago because 


business was slack. 


HILLEBRAND A HUNTERITE. 

Hillebrand’s wife was talking with neigh- 
bors at the Third avenue house about mid- 
night when she was asked to go to the morgue 
and identify the body. 

She said that her husband, ea tailor, had 
been out of work since a week before Thanks- 
giving, when he was employed by George E. 
Hanf at Broadway and Duane street. 

Since then she had been supporting the 
house by doing odd jobs. 

Since he became idle her husband, 
eaid, began to take an interest in socialism. 

He never showed any ardent interest In It, 
but thought a good deal of the theories ad- 
vanced by Robert Hunter. 


WENT TO HEAR HUNTER. 
„He read a good deal of what Robert 


Hunter has written,“ she said, “ and read a 
good deal about him. He was so interested 
thet today I suggested that be attend the 
meeting and hear Robert Hunter speak. 

“T had read that Mr. Hunter was to speak 
at the meeting, and it was at my suggestion 
that thy husband went to the meeting.

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HIS “PLEAS” ARE FUTILE. 


Officers Refuse to Listen to Ap- 
peal That Speeches Be Per- 
mitted. 


New York, March 28.—[Special.}—Robert 
Hunter declared he was inexpressibly 
shocked by the turn that the demonstration 
of the unemployed had taken. He said it 
came about in spite of the fact that he and 
the others who brought about the demonstra- 
tion had counseled mildness on the part of 
every one participating in the parade. He 
said the conduct of the police in Union square 
showed. that they were the real anarchists. | 

“The bomb throwing was only a result of 
the intense mental state produced in the peo- 
ple by the amazing attitude of 100 police 
toward them.“ he added. 

Hunter said that when he got to Union 
square he went to Inspector Schmittberger 
and told him that he had agreed to speak 
there and hoped he would be allowed to do so. 
He said he told the inspector that the meet- 
ing was only an appeal for employment by 
thousands of persons out of work and that 
whatever was said would be temperate. 


' Accuses Police of Cruelty. 

Inspector Schmittberger said he had re- 
ceived orders to allow no speechmaking, as 
no permit had been obtained for it, where- 
upon Mr. Hunter says he replied: 

“*I guess we will have to make an effort 
to speak anyhow.. The police have no au- 
thority to deny us the right to speak in the 
street, so long as we are speaking in behalf 
of those who are hungry for want of work.’ 

“Then the police started to drive every 
one out of the park and into the side streets. 
The mounted officers rode over men, women, 
and children. I have seen many meetings 
broken uns by the police in Russia and in 
other European countries, but never saw 
such extraordinary roughness as was used 
this afternoon. 

His “Plea” with Officer Vain. 

“As the police continued driving their 
horses among the persons on the sidewalks, 
apparently trying their best to trample them 
under foot, even if they were walking along 
and obeying orders as well as they could, I 
thought it time,to protest. At that time I 
was half way down the block in Seventeenth 
street. With me were the Rev. Dr. In- 
gram W. Irvine of the Russian cathedral, 
several magazine writers, and others. 

“I jumped on to a stoop and said: ‘I pro- 
test against such treatment. We are meeting 
peaceably to ask the mayor to try to get 
work for the unemployed.’ 

“I got no further, for several policemen, 
who seemed to know me, grabbed me by the 
arms and pulled me off the stoop. They 
didn’t use me particularly rough. After 


I had been pulled off the stoop I went into 


a narrow café with several friends. We 
had several drinks, and I then walked across 
the park. That must have been less than 
five minutes before the bomb was thrown." 


Injured Officer Is Attacked. 

Mr. Hunter said that the mounted police- 
man who appeared to be using the most 
roughness was No. 6537. 

Policeman Charles S. Rafsky of the traffic 
squad is No. 6537. Shortly after the bomb 
was thrown Policeman Rafsky arrested Max 
E. Graff of 398 Van Brunt street, Brooklyn, 
who had declined to move on when ordered 
to do so. Graff was locked up in the Mer- 
cer street station, charged with disorderly 
conduct. 23 

Deputy Commissioner Woods advised Rat- 
sky to change the complaint so as to charge 
Graff with being a suspicious person. Rafsky 
was riding through West Twentieth street 
to do so when his horse slipped on the wet 
pavement and fell on him. His ankle was cut 
and his knee strained. 

Dr. Foucar of New York hospital was 
called to attend Rafsky and advised him to re- 
port sick.. Rafsky did so and went home. 


HUNTER A HULL HOUSE MAN. 

Robert Hunter, the young radical, head o? 
the Eldridge university settlement in New 
York, who was involved in yesterday’s dem- 
onstration in Union square, New York, for- 
merly lived in Chicago, where he became 3 
socialist and first identified himself with the 
socialist party. Hs career in Chicago began 
in 1900, when he became identified with the 
Chicago bureau of charities, of which he 
was a district superintendent and later an 
official in the main office of the bureau. _ 

He left Chicago in 1904, going to New 
York to take up the work at the head of 
During 
his stay in Chicago he lived at the Hull 
house, and in his spare hours was an active 
propagandist of socialism. He made a large 
number of speeches for the socialist party 
throughout the city, and was sent as a del- 
egate to a number of party conventions. 

One meeting where he was particularly 
prominent was held in memory of Wilhelm 
Liebknecht, the German socialist leader in 
the reichstag, who died in Berlin in 1908. 
At this meeting Hunter was chairman, and it 
was he who was most active in arranging 
the memorial in Chicago. 


Writes Book on roverty. 


In 1902 Hunter wrote a book on tenement 
house conditions in the slums of Chicago. 
The book attracted considerable attention 
from settlement workers and sociologists all 
over the country. It was really a prelimi- 
nary study and forerunner of his more pre- 
tentious work., Poverty.“ which he pub- 
lished after taking up settlement work in 
New York. The book is a study of the con- 
dition of the poor in the slums of the great 
cities. 

While in Chicago Hunter was one of a 
group of “ socialist intellectuals who dom!- 
nated the thought and trend of the local so- 
clalist movement. Others in this group were 
Seymour Stedman, A. M. Simons, Phillip 
Brown, and William English Walling. 

Hunter came to Chicago from Indiana. He 
is a graduate of the Indiana university, class 
of ‘06, and was raised in Bloomington, where 
that instftution is located. All. the time he 
spent in Chicago he was connected with the 
bureau of charities. In Chicago he was com- 
paratively obscure. It was his romance with 
and marriage to Miss Caroline Phelps Stokes, 
the New York heiress to the Phelps Stokes 
millions, which brought him into national 
prominence. 

Mies Phelps Stokes met Hunter in the New 
York settlement house. She was introduced 
to him by her brother, J. Graham Pheips 
Stokes, who was a volunteer worker in the 
settlement house and among the poor in the 
New York slums. 

Hunter’s manner of thought won Miss 
Phelps Stokes. The young woman made 
many visits to the settlement house with her

‘SEE REASON FOR PRECAUTIONS. 


Police Say New York Outbreak Might 
Have Happened Here but for 
; Firm Stand. 


The Chicago police department last night 
looked upon the New York anarchistic out- 
break as, in a sense, a justification of the 
precautions taken here. | 

It was pointed out that tnd , attempted 
parade of the unemployed here in early Feb- 
ruary easily could have had a violent out- 
come had it been allowed to proceed un- 
checked. Emphasis also was placed anew 
upon the value of the police discovery of the 
incendiary language being uttered at the 
meetings of local anafchists ana of the con- 
sequent steps taken to keep the “ reds” in 
check. 

The belef was expressed generally that all 
American cities now would be led to unite in 
police regulations preventing the reckless 
scattering of the praise of assassination and 
of threats against public men and officers 
from the rostruins of anarchy. 


Justifies Severity, Says Schuettler. 

Jam unwilling to say ‘I told you so’ to 
the critles who denounced us for our action 
at that time, said Assistant Chief Schuet- 
tler, who, with the departure of Chief Shippy 
to the country with his convalescent son, ag- 
sumed the duties of general superintendent, 
but this one event alone is enough to justify. 
us for putting a stop to public demonstra- 
tions of this sort. 

“The entire agitation of the 6 
leaders of the movement was checked when 
we stopped their first public show, and I be- 
lieve we have been free from such affairs as 
this in New York because we squeiched 
them right at the start. 

There might not have been any bombs 
in the crowd that tried to parade here, but 
if that had been successful there would have 
been bigger ones afterward, and the excite- 
ment of the fanatics would have reached a 
pitch where they would not have stopped at 
anything.“ 

The assistant chief salad that he ie confident 
that conditions are improving daily in Chi- 
cago. He has no fear of a second outbreak of 
the unemployed. 

The supply of work is increasing right 
along.“ he declared. and men are getting 
better satisfied throughout the city. We 
have warned the leaders who are looking for 
advertising to leave them alone and we have 
no thought of trouble in the immediate 
future. Of course, if a second demonstration 
is started we will do just as we did before. 
We did not take that attitude without long 
consideration and good advice, and the after 
events have shown that we were right.” 


Robing Attacks Police. 

Just a week ago Raymond Robins, à lead- 
ing Chicago settlement worker and socialist, 
while in Minneapolis, gave out a long inter- 
view in which he violently attacked the po- 
lice and the municipal administration here. 
He said things are boiling under the sur- 
face in Chicago,’ and he declared the an- 
archy stories were all fiction. 

“There is less anarchy than for years,” 
confidently asserted Mr. Robins. 

The old anarchist groups are all broken 
up. There isn't even the old group of philo- 
sophical, passive anarchists. It puzzles us 
when, three weeks before the killing of Av- 
erbuch, Chief Shippy began giving out in- 
terviews on anarchists. It locked like an- 
other attempt at a shakedown such as the 
police had at the time of the Haymarket 
riot when they got to the rich men of the 
city for thousands for police protection.” 


“Averbuch Victim of Plot.“ 

Then Mr. Robins demonstrated to his own 
satisfaction that young Averbuch, in appear- 
ing in the house of Chief Shippy, was an inno- 
cent, unarmed kid, and that he was killed in 
cold blood by the chief, and that the whole 
„plot was one in which the chief himself 
wae chief conspirator. The social settlement 
leader also issued wise prophecies as to what 
startling facts would develop at the inquest 
on Tuesday. 


The inquest was held, Averbuch was dem- 


onstrated by complete proof to be a would-be 
assassin, and the chief was justified in the 
killing of the young assailant. Not a particle 
of evidence was introduced to clear the name 
and purpose of the armed youth who was 


killed, although Mr. Robins and other settle- 


ment workers had hired lawyers who repre- 
sented them at the inquest. Since then Mr. 
Robins has not been heard from on the sub- 
ject. 


RECALLS THE HAYMARKET BOMB 


That Exploded in Midst of Police 
Ranks May 4, 1886, Killing or 
Wounding a Score. 


The Haymarket riot in Chicago, which 18 
recalled by yesterday’s bomb throwing in 
New York, occurred on the evening of May 
4, 1886. It followed meetings of disseatis- 
fied workingmen, who for several evenings 
previous had been addressed by orators of 
the red doctrine. These speakers had 
denounced the police as the natural enemies 
of the people. 

At the meeting of May 4a cart was drawn 
to the center of Haymarket square, which, 
is formed by the widening of West Randolph 
street near Desplaines. The same speakers 
who had appeared in other parts of the city 
harranged the crowds about the square, 
using the cartasaplatform. The late Carter 
H. Harrison Sr., then mayor of Chicago, was 
present for a time. When he left the speeches 
became more bitter. 

Then the bomb was thrown. The identity 
of the person who threw it was established as 
Rudolph Schnaubelt. The bomb reached the 
ranks of the policemen, who, under Inspector 
John Bonfield, had been instructed to drive 
the crowd from the streets. 

In an instant a score ot men lay dead or 
wounded in the street. The majority of the 
crowd fled, pursued by the policemen. Nu- 
merous arrests followed during the night. 
A search of the office of the principal an- 
archistic publication resulted in the discov- 
ery of much evidence of a conspiracy. 

A grand jury returned indictments for 
murder against eight of the leaders. After 
a trial Whien extended for months, and in 
which both the state and defense was rep- 
resented by some of the ablest attorneys of 
the Chicago bar, the eight were convicted 
of the charge. One, Oscar Neebe, was sen- 
tenced to twenty years’ imprisonnient. The 
death sentence of two, Samuel Fielden and 
Michael Schwab, was commuted to life im- 
prisonment by Gov. Oglesby. These three 
were pardoned later by Gov. Altgeld. 

Another of the convicted anarchists, Louis 
Lingg committed suicide by exploding a 
bomb in the county jail. 

The remaining four, August Spies, Albert 
D. Parsone, Louis Engel, and Adolph Fischer,

Welle has lived in the shadow of assassina- 
tion since his active participation against 
the miners in 1904, and in the trials of Moyer, 
Haywood, and Pettibone. 


Wells Has Constant Bodyguard. 

He had charge of the train by which these 
miner officials were taken to Idaho. Because 
of this he has a constant bodyguard.

Departure Causes a Stir.

The dealers, so the 
dispatch stated, repurchased the fittings at 
two-thirds of their original price. Other 
furniture was sold to second hand dealers 
for a trifle. 

Mrs. Hunt's six thoroughbred hunting and 
driving horses which arrived a few days ago 
in a special car from New York, were all 
that remained to the colony of the Hunt 
establishment. It cost Mrs. Hunt $400 to 
have the stable shipped to Dakota, and the 
horses will remain there a week longer on 
account of an ailment contracted by her 
favorite riding horse and one of her racers.

Dayton and reaches Columbus, but it does 
not go to the latter place with a directness 
that shows any overwhelming desire to get 
there. Then, at Columbus, it Is necessary to 
turn north to Cleveland, and the trolley lines 
between the two points bear a 2 re- 
semblance to a rail fence that has been 
wrecked by an earthquake. By the Kalama- 
00 route it seenis to be a comparatively easy 
matter to reach Toledo, but as already men- 
tioned, it may prove impossible to reach 
Kalamazoo. 

The moment the traveler reaches northern 
Ohio, however, he will have easy going for 
some distance, for, fromm either Toledo or 
Cleveland, he can follow the shore of Lake 
Erie clear to Buffalo. Then comes the prob- 
lem of crossing New York state, and that 
promises more and greater difficulties than 
any other part of the journey. Interurban 
trolley development in the east has not kept 
pace with development in the west and espe- 
cially the middle west. 


New York Lacks Through Lines. 

New York does not lack for trolley lines, 
buf there are no such great and connecting 
systems as are found in Ohio and Indiana. 
The need of them probably has not been so 
keenly felt, owing to the number and service 
of the steam railroads. At any rate, with 
the exception of a few radiating from Buffalo 
and Rochester, the trolley lines are compara- 
tively short. Syracuse and some other cities 
are trolley centers, but the lines do not extend 
anything like as far into the surrounding 
eountry as they do in Ohio and Indiana. A 
‘rolley line will connect two or three towns 
and then stop abruptly. Even New York 
City has few that extend much beyond the 
city limits. 

This is not so surprising as the trolley con- 
ditions in the interior of the state, for it is 
true of most of the big cities. They are so 
well served by the steam railroads that they 
have not felt the need or seen the advantages 
of the interurban trolley. 

Chicago is a bad second to Indianapolis in 
this line just as New York City is to Buffalo 
and Rochester. But, whatever the reasons 
may be for existing conditions, it seems not 
unlikely that Tur Trispune’s trolley trav- 
eler will find some gaps in New York state 
that will have to be covered by other means 
of transportation, and it then becomes a ques- 
tion of making these gaps as few and as short 
as possible. 

The purpose is not to see how quickly New 
York can be reached by trolley, but to see if 
it can be reached at all that way, and, if not. 
to cover the greatest possible part of the 
distance by trolley. In some cases where 
there ie no direct connection between two 
towns the maps show that it will be neces- 
gary to cover two or three times the dis- 
tance between them in order to get from one 
to the other. Any route that the trolley 
traveler may attempt will be full of angles 
e will take the time 
to send in a story of each day's journey. 
the question of making the trip with. the 
utmost speed does not enter into his caicula- 
tions. 

Trolley and Modern Business. 

Another th'~¢ that will delay him will be 
his investigations into the importance of the 
trolley as a business factor and the changes 
it has made in iocalities and in business 
methods. These changes are many, and 
they are constantly going on. The trolley 
was first merely a passenger ra!llway; now it 
does a large freight and express business 
also, and in doing this it has largely upset 
the old order of things. While it has de- 

spoiled the old time country merchant of 
much of his business, the progressive coun- 
try merchant who has been able to adapt 
himself to new conditions has received from 
it more than it has taken away. He has found 
it necessary, however, to revolutionize his 
methods. He is now in direct competition 

with the larger stores of the nearest trolley 
center. but he is also in direct communication 
with the Wholesale houses at these centers 
and is able to replenish his stock on short 
notice and even to take orders for and deliver 
promptly many things that he does not keep 
in stock. In some lines he virtualh does a 
commission business, keeping only samples 
and ordering from the jobber as he has need. 


All Done in a Hurry Now. 

It is the combination of the trolley and 
the telephone that enables him to do busi- 
ness in this new way. He can keep samples 
of many articles of merchandise that are too 

umbersome or too expensive to admit of 
— kept regularly in stock, or he can 
sell from a catalogue like a mail order house. 
The farmer or the villager decides that he 
wants one of these articlee—an armchair or 
a table or a stove—and he orders from the 
country merchant, whom he knows and who 
knows him. 80 long as he knows just what 
he wants, it is easier than going to town for 
it. The merchant telephones the jobber or 
the Wholesale house. perhaps instructing 
that the article be shipped direct to the trol- 
ley station nearest the purchaser's home 
instead of being sent to the merchant him- 
self. The jobber states when it will be 
shipped, the merchant telephones the pur- 
chaser, and the purchaser is waiting at the 
nearest trolley station when it arrives. An 
article ordered in the morning may be de- 
livered the same day, and that's better serv- 
ice than you sometimes get in the city. It will 
be delivered on the following day at the lat- 


est. 
Boon to the Housewife. 

Again, the farmer’s wife may telephone an 
order for supplies to the country merchant, 
and he in turn) if he is unable to fill the order 
from stock, may telephone his jobber and 
have the order delivered almost as quickly as 
if it went from his own store. The farmer 
may thus apply his credit with the country 
merchant, who knows him, to purchases for 
which he would ordinarily have to go to town 
and pay cash. Indeed, he frequently sees 
things in town that he refrains from buying 
there, but later orders through. the country 
merchant. 

So the trolley, while it has closed many a 
village and crossroads store, has given tothe 
wideawake man more than it has taken 
away from him. He has merely had to change 
his methods, but this change enables him to 
do more business on less capita! than before. 
Tt is no longer necessary for him to stock 
up for six months in advance; he can buy in 
smaller lots at frequent Intervals and thus 
avoid the risk of being left at the end of a 
season with unsalable goods on his hands. 
It is no longer necessary for him to confine 
himself mainly to staple goods; he is in a 
position to follow the changing public fancy. 
It is no longer necessary for him to deal ex- 
clusively in the cheaper goods, compelling his 
patrons to go to town for their more costly 
purchases; he has the stock resources of the 
wholesaler within his immediate reach. He 
can sell more and better things than he could 
before and give more satisfactory servive. 
Indeed, he must do this or quit. 

The fact that the larger town is within 
easy reach has given the farmer and the 
villager and their wives new ideas. They 
go to town oftener and keep in closer touch 
with the outside world. They see what the 
town merchants are offering and what the 
town people are buying, and they are no 
longer satisfied with back number things. 
They dress better, even if no more expensfve- 
ly; they are more up to date in every way. 


Daily Reports and a Final Resume. 

These are conditions to which Tun Trip- 
um's trolley traveler will give some con- 
sideration during his trip. While his purpose 
is primarily to see whether New York can 
be reached by trolley, and his stops will 
necessarily be few and brief, the trip should 
show the wonderful strides made by the trol- 
ley, what it means to various towns and 
cities, and the extent to which it has become 
a business factor. The necessities of the trip 
will make the daily reports brief, dealing 
only with the progress made each day and 
the main incidents of the journey, but there 
will be a later article covering the trip as 
a whole and giving the conclusions reached 
from a study of the conditions en route, and

Chester Makes Revelations 
to the Investigators. 


SAYS STATE IS ROBBED. 


Aceuses Superintendent’s Wife 
of Giving Away Articles to 
Her Friends. 


Chester penitentiary was the subject of a 
premature investigation yesterday when the 
legislative investigating committee heard 
testimony charging various officials and at- 
tendants at the institution with all sorts of 
brutality and petty grafting. 

Harry Griffiths, formerly confined at the 
penitentiary on a minor charge, furnished 
names of guards who, he declared, had stolen 
products of the pfison’s various industries. 
addresses of persons and placesto which the 
goods were shipped, and the manner in which 
they were supposed te Bave been taken from 
the institution. 

He also declared that employés were sys- 
tematically mulcted out ef certain propor- 
tions of their salaries by upper officials, who 
threatened to separate them from the pay 
roll unless they gave up part of their wages. 
He gave Chairman John W. Hill a list of 
names of employés who, he said, would 
substantiate the charge if they were promised 
that they would not lose their places because 
of their statements. 

He concluded by telling how high priced 
bricks were substituted for bricks of a low 
quality and shipped from the institution 
at the lower price to certain favored per- 


sons. 
Graft in the Brickyards. 

“ How do you know all these things?” de- 
manded Mr. Hill. We don’t want to have 
a lot of hearsay and rumors in the records 
here. 

“I know these things occurred because 
I was in the brickyards and I have been 
slipped a dollar and more for assisting in 
making the changes,“ replied Griffiths. “I 
then hed to divide the amount that was given 
to me with the superintendent of the brick- 
yards."’ 

What do the guards there have to say 
about such things?“ asked Mr. Hill. 

They are an ignorant class of men, and 
they frankly admit that they are there for 
the money there is In it,” answered the wit- 
neers. “They did not try to conceal the fact 
tat they grafted on anybody and at any 
place they could.“ 

What about these prison products which 
you say are shipped out of the place daily?’ 

“ As a trusty I was ordered to crate and 
, stencil them to the favored persons who got 
them,“ was the reply. Time after time 
I crated up fine inlaid tables and articles 
of furniture and used a stencil which read: 
‘Compliments of Mrs. J. D. Smith —that 
was the superintendent's wife—and sent 
them out to friends of the Smiths. 


Secrecy in the Snipments. 


Was anything paid for these things?” 

Sometimes the recipients would slip some 
money to different guards at the place. The 
guards tended to their own shipments, how- 
ever. I had orders to take all of Mrs. Smith's 
things up through a basement door to her 
apartments so that nobody would know what 
was doing.“ 

Griffiths said the principal of a school at 
Flora, III., was the recipient of many of 
thesé favors. Many other valuables, he said, 
were sent to Clay City. Then he proceeded 
to détails of the brick business. 

“The foreman there was Henry Lentz,” 
he sald. “ Lentz knew absolutely nothing of 
the brick business, but he got $150 a month. 
He had been working for a salary of $30 a 
month before coming to the institution. He 
came there under the Yates administration, 
but he still is there.“ 

Griffths further declared that a certain 
monogrammed brick which bore the busts of 
Lincoln and Logan upon its face often was 
substituted for the cheaper brick which were 
manufactured there. The same, he said, was 
done in shipping clothes, socks, and shoes 
out of the place. State institutions, he testi- 
fied, got the worst of all the products. 

The committee, with the exception of John 
P. MeGoorty, will leave for Chester tonight 
to take up a full investigation of these 
charges. Mr. McGoorty’s husiness and the 
arrival of a new member of his family—a 
girl—keep him away from the committee.

Sons and Daughters of Revolu- 
tion Launch New Plan. 


GATHER IN ALIEN CHILDREN |. 


Would Rout Anarchy and Prepare for 
Sane Independence Day. 


A unique campaign for the elimination of 
anarchy and the introduction of the sane 
fourth of July in Chicago is to be begun 
among the children of the city. 

The plan, which originates with the IIli- 
nols society, Sons of the Revolution, and the 
Chicago chapter of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, contemplates the 
formation throughout the city of a series of 
children's patriotic organizations, to be 
known as clubs of the Children of the Re- 
public. Foreign born children, or children 
of foreign parents in particular, will be 
sought after, and through the clubs efforts 
will be made to teach the youngsters the 
meaning of American citizenship. 

Settlements, civic organizations, and men’s 
and women’s clubs will be asked to send 
delegates to a conference to be held at Me- 
morial hall Saturday afternoon, April 4, to 
discuss methods of inaugurating the project. 
Sevetal hundred representatives are expect- 
ed to be present and it is probable a com- 
mission will be formed to begin the work of 
organization. 


Want It to Be Fun. 

Originally it was intended by the Sons 
and Daughters of the Revolution to the 
board of education to introduce the teach- 
ing of patriotism in the public schools, and 
the matter was presented at a recent meeting 
of the school.management committee. Later, 
however, it was decided the work could be 
done better for the present outside the 
schools. 

“If the instruction ls given in the schools 
it will be work,” said Mrs. Kaufman, one 
of the originators of the project, yesterday. 
“We want it to be fun. Our plan is to or- 
ganize the children with the field homses at 
the small parks and the social settlements 
as centers. Here we will work, with the aid 
ot settlement workers, the small park offi- 
cials, and others whom we expect to help us, 
to inculcate in Chicago children the ideals 
of true citizenship.

The children of the foreigners must 
be reached and American ideals substituted 
for the ones their parents brought with 
them.

“Our plans are to get at the children by 
giving them an incentive to. patriotism in 
every possible way. (Prizes, for example, 
will be offered for the best fourth of July 
games devised by the children, or by any one, 
for that matter, and on the Fourth we shall 
make a concerted effort to get the children 
of the city into the parks and keep them 
there from morning until late at night for s 
sane celebration of Independence day. 

“We do not care to criticise any one, but 
we do feel that in the plans for a sane Fourth 
thus far there has been too much of the 
element of charity. Taking children into 
the country for an outing is well enough, 
but we want a celebration that shall be an in- 
dependent one—an affair worthy of the 
day.

Two Explosions in Wyoming 
Mine Wipe Out TWwo Com- 
panies of Workers. 


STATE OFFICER A VICTIM. 


Inspector Is Said to Have Been 


Among Those Who Died in 
Giving Aid. 


Hanna, Wyo., March 28.—[Special. I—Sixty- 
eight men are believed to have been killed 
by two explosions, followed by fire, which 
destroyed the colliery No. 1 of the Union 
Pacific Coal company today. 

Fifty of these men were in a rescuing 
party which was attempting to bring out 
the victims of the previous blast. Among 


these was State Mine Inspector D. M. Elias. 


First Trapped Mile Down. 


The first explosion occurred this morning, 
entrapping a mile below the surface a force 


of men who were fighting a fire which had 
been burning in the mine since Saturday. 


That the loss of life was not greater at this 


first blast as due to the fact that the miners 
had: been withdrawn today for the first time. 
The fire had been walled off and was 
thought to be under control until gas, seeping 
through the brettices, ignited and set off the 
blast which buried the fire fighters and 
spread the blaze throughout the workings. 


Rescuing Party in Hopeless Plight. 

The rescuing party was immediately formed 
and entered the shaft only to be caught by 
the second explosion, supposed to have been 
caused by firedamp. It is not known whether 
any of this second party escaped instant 
death, but unless they are reached soon by 
the second rescuing party all will be killed by 
after damp. 

This was the second serious disaster in the 
same mine, an explosion on June 30, 1903, 
having entombed 169 workers. At that time 
it was six months before all of the bodies 
were recovered. 


MAYER PICTURES RISING SUN 
IN CORPORATIVE MORALITY. 


Chicago Attorney Declares Railroads 
Have Been Born Again and Gives 
Roosevelt Credit for Regeneration. 


Rockford, III., March 28.—[Special.}—That 
public corporations have risen into a better, 
higher life was declared by Attorney Levy 
Mayer of Chicago tonight at the annual ban- 
quet of the Rockford Manufacturers and 
Shippers’ association. Mr. Mayer drew the 
picture of a rising sun in corporation man- 
agement. 

The railroads have been born again. 
They have entered upon a new era of virtue 
in their corporate management and dealings 
with the public,“ he said. 

“The men coming to the front in the con- 
trol of these enterprises have brought with 
them higher ideas. Lobbyism, purchase of 
legislators, and obstruction of legislation is 
almost ended. 

Corruption of legislatures by corporate 
management is today regarded just as much 
a crime as bribery by an individual or at- 
tempted bribery of a judge by a lRigant.“ 

Mr. Mayer declared the advance made in 
the last five years in the morals of corpora- 
tions was due greatly to Presicent- Roose- 
velt.

For six days the jury which has been con- 
sidering a verdict in the Chicago and North- 
western railroad company’s condemnation 
case has been locked up at the Alexandria 
hotel.

Effects of Former Contests. 


Seven years ago THE TRIBUNE conducted a similar contest. 
but upon a much smaller scale. It proved to be one of the 
most popular enterprises ever inaugurated in Chicago. Its in- 


fluence both upon individuals and civic life was widespread. 
Ten thousand new gardens were opened in Chicago during the 
summer of 1901 as a result of the publicity given to garden- 
ing, the hints for amateurs that appeared in Tus TRIBUNE 
from some of the ablest specialists and some of the most suc- 
cessful home gardeners. A tremendous impetus was given to 
the work of improvement clubs. 

The movement became a general one to some extent. It 
was taken up by the‘cities of Dixon, Aurora, Galesburg, and 
others in this state; by Brooklyn, N. T., Cleveland, O., Wauke- 
sha, Wis., and numerous others either in that year or the 
years following. 

The influence of the competition for the beautification of 
Chicago was farreaching. In many a home in the crowded 
portion of the city as well as in the suburbs where gardens 
are most likely to receive attention flowers will be found all 
through the summer as a result of the inspiration that gained 
force during THs TRIBUNE’s garden contest. 

Since then, however, the city has grown largely. The pop- 
ulation of some of the wards has shifted considerably. New- 
comers without the ambition to beautify their premises that 
was aroused by the contest have moved in. Back yards that 
formerly blossomed as the rose again have become neglected 
and unkempt. Tae Tammo believes the period has arrived 
for another revival in floriculture.

Vacant Lots Need Decoration. 

Chicago is blessed beyond any other large American city in 
its natural advantages, including its spacious streets and 
boulevards, its great parks—the finest in the world—and in 
the ground area that is attached to many dwellings. 

Unlike London or Paris or Berlin or New York, it has many 
breathing places. There are vacant lots in nearly every block 
outside of the business district. There are back yards galore, 
There are front yards innumerable. The soil is of such char- 
acter that all flowers suited to this latitude will grow during 
the summer months and late into the fall, especially if some 
little attention is given to its treatment by fertilization. 

You all have seen the neglected back yards from the ele- 
vated railroad trains as they rush through the districts of the 
north,the west,and the south. In most instances little attempt 
has been made to beautify them. Where such attempts have 
been made they appear like oases in a wilderness of tumbling 
down or rickety fences, plies of packing boxes, unsightly ash 
or garbage receptacles, discarded junk of every description, 
clothes poles out of plumb, and filth of all sorts.

The minister mould be a moral force for 
good in the community in which he lives, he 
continued, but he must not allow his over- 
zeal ¢o lose itself in bigotry and fanaticism, 
in dogmatiam and superficiality. It is going 
a step too far when a minister attacks the 
judiciary and declares it is in alliance with 
anarchy. He should be guarded in his utter- 
ances so that he will not need te retract them 
or make apologies for them.

C. C. GILBERT REPLIES. 


Sees Judicial Usurpation in the 
Conduct of the Recent 
) Prosecutions. 


After joining hands and consuming a toast 
in ice water over the luncheon table at the 
City club, the opposing leaders in the Sunday 
saloon fight yesterday roundly scored each 
other's views and methods. 

Arthur Burrage Farwell, representing the 
Chicago Law and Order league and the dry“ 
element, declared that Sunday saloons were 
responsible for a large part of the crime iz 
Chicago and concluded by saying that recent 


events indicated that the words anarchy | 
and treason” were not wholly out of place, 


He did not use the words of the Rev. A. Lin- 
coln Shute, however, in such a manner as to 
bring him into conflict with any court. : 

Attorney Charles C. Gilbert, member of the 
political action committee of the United So- 
cieties, answered in no uncertain tone for 
the people who were at ed by Mr. Far- 
well. He declared that Sunday saloons had 
been legalized, at least in a measure, by city 
ordinance. He hotly denied that any members 
of the United Societies favored other than 
law and order. 

It was left to Walter L. Fisher, however, to 
take the arguments of both leaders and show 
that the course of both sides, at least ac- 
cording te his way of thinking, was not the 
proper one and not the one for the communi- 
ty to follow. He said that to vote upon 
the questions of whether the saloons should 
remain open on Sunday would not settle the 
question. 


Farwell’s Thirty-seven “Reasons.” 

Mr. Farwell opened his argument with the 
recital of thirty-seven reasons for the closing 
of saloons on Sunday. They proved to be 
that number of crimes, shootings, and brawis 
of all sorts which were attributed to open 
saloons on Sunday. ; 

“Those reasons alone should be sufficient 
to convince anybody that saloons should be 
closed upon the Sabbath day,” said Mr, 
Farwell. ‘ However, there are other ques- 
tions involved The real question is whether 
we shall have the laws in this city enforced 
or permit the public officials to say which of 
them shall be enforced and which shall be 
permitted to fall by the wayside. 

“The question which the United Societies 
wish to place on the ballot to be voted upon 
is, ‘Shall the saloons in Chicago be closed 
on Sunday?’ I question the right.of the peo- 
ple to vote upon this question, which in real- 
ity is, ‘Shall the laws of the state of Illinois 
be enforced 7° 


Sunday Bars Bad as Burglary. 

“Why, we might with equal propriety vote 
on the right of any locality to wave aside 
for a time any other law which interfered 
with its ideas of its lfberties. In certain dis- 
tricts of the city, for instance, it is custom- 
ary to stone Jews just because they have 
whiskers. 

„Now, why would it not be just as proper 
for us to vote not to enforce the law relat- 
ing to the stoning of Jews just because this 
is the case? Why not say that in certain 
districts burglary shall not be molested? 
Why not permit highway robbery in other 
districts? In other districts we might per- 
mit scarlet fever and diphtheria,to be un- 
checked, 
good sense and law.“ 

Mr. Farwell then produced a great colored 


map from which he plotted out the districts } 


from which, he declared, the United Societies 
would have taken the right of home rule 
on this question. 


Sees a Judicial Usurpation. 

„ The law says that in criminal cases the 
jurors shall be the judges of the law and 
of the fact,“ said Mr. Gilbert. “In civi# 
cases they are the judges only of the fact. 
The same right that makes them judges of 
the fact in one case makes them judges of 
the law in the other, and there is no reason 
in the world why this right should be ques- 
tioned at tits time. There is considerable 
to say on both sides as to whether they 
should be judges ot the law, but in this case 
the wisdom of the law has been amply 
proved. The provision that jurors should be 
judges of the law only after they have sworn 
that they know the law better than the trial 
judge is a judicial usurpation. 

I wish to make it plain that the United 
Societies went into this fight with a desire 
to obey the law. They then thought the 
Sunday saloon law was in force and they 
wanted to get it wiped off the statute 
books. They wanted still to have the Sunday 
amusements which they had had since 
childhood, and they did not want to break 
the law to have them.” 


Unpopular Law Doomed. 


An effort to saddle an unpopular law ona 
community which is not in favor of it is 
doomed from the first to fall,“ said Mr. 
Fisher. It has been truly said that you 
cannot Indict an entire community, nor a 
majority of any community. Ifthe majority 
of the citizens of Chicago do not want this 
law enforced it would be senseless to en- 
deavor to enforce it. 

„What we need ts the right from the legis- 
lature to make just such laws as the people 
of Chicago desire. When such is the case 
the people who are represented by Mr. Far- 
well may go before the voters and present 
their side of this question. Also, the people 
who are represented by Mr. Gilbert may have 
their say in the final outcome of the ques- 
tion.” 2 

Sees Local Option Victory. 


Prohibition success in 75 per cent of the 
townships in which the saloon issue will be 
submitted on April 7 is predicted by the Rev. 
James K. Shields, superintendent of the 
Anti-Saloon league. 

The bitterness of the contest has been em- 
phasized by acts of violence during the week 
in Joliet and one or two other cities in which 
the fight is. being carried on, there being 
seemingly a direct connection between the 
destruction of property and the saloon con- 
test. 

This is the final week of the campaigning 
for and against the saloons, and both sides 
have prepared to make their final efforts, 
The state will be full of prohibition and anti- 
prohibition orators, brought in from various 
parts of the country. 

Wants Written Argument Presented. 

In the Chicago Sunday saloon fight Attor- 
ney Walter L. Fisher, representing the board 
of election commissioners, has requested his 
opponent, Attorney Levy Mayer, represent- 
ing the United Societies, to have his argu- 
ments prepared in writing when the case is 
taken before Justice Carter of the state Su- 
preme court tomorrow morning. 

He has asked that this be done in order 
that no time be lost if Judge Carter should 
desire to submit the case to other Judges of 
the court. 

Attorney Frank Ayers for the election com- 
missioners has filed the record with the clerk 
of the Supreme. court in the appeal from 
Judge Walker's decision ordering the sub- 
mission of the Sunday closing question and 
bas a certified copy to be presented to Judge 
Carter tomorrow. 

Orators Would Aid Saloons. 

W. E. Hull, manager of the saloon Chau- 
tauqua campaign, with headquarters in 
the Great Northern hotel, has discovered 
that plenty of platform speakers are willing 
to go forth in the land and decry prohibition, 
A stream of platform orators ” poured ino 
Mr. Hull's office yesterday and sought en 
gagements. :

Reveals Fraudulent Methods. 


An example of the manner in which the 
frauds on the city were worked was revealed 
in the charges against Patrick Mulcahy, a 
rate taker. He is accused of making a false 
and fraudulent report of the reading of a 
meter. The register showed that 150,000 
cubic feet of water had passed through the 
meter during the month. Mulcahy is charge 
with reporting the amount as 35,000 cubic 
feet. In the case of another corporation 
he is charged with clipping the final cipher 
from the amount of 1,150,000 cubic feet of 
water consumed during the month. The re- 
sult was that the company paid only 115,000 
cubic feet. 

One of the laborers suspended under 
charges obtained 140 pounds of solder from 
the meter division shops ostensibly for use 
in city work. Foreman Coghlan said it 
would have been Impossible for the man to 
haye used that much solder in city work 
in two monthe. 

Another employé, the investigation shows, 
sold forty brass water cocks in one day to 
various junk dealers.

As bearing on the evidence of the drunken- 
nese that prevailed among the meter Alvision 
employés it will be shown that the shop at 
Indiana avenue and Thirteenth street was 
littered with whisky and beer bottles.

Charles Wendell David. a member of the 
junior class of Northwestern university, was 
chosen yesterday by a jury of five college and 
university presidents to receive this year's 
Cecil Rhodes scholarship. The selection was 
made after three hours spent by the commit- 
tee in che parlors of the Auditorium hotel 
examining the social, intellectual, and ath- 
letic qualifications of each of the seven can- 
didates that qualified for the final judgment. 
The preliminary examinations were held at 
the Northwestern University building, Lake 
and Dearborn streets, several months ago. 
As a result of these examinations Illinois had 
more candidates for the scholarship than 
any other state in the union. Only one from 
each institution was permitted to qualify, 
however. 

The winner of the prize was born at 
Onarga, III., on March 20, 1885. His father 
was formerly a Methodist preacher, but 
later became a farmer. In 1905 David grad- 
uated from Grand Prairie seminary at 
Onarga and entered Northwestern. His 
school work in the university has been above 
the average and he has won honors in liter- 
ary and oratorical contests. He is a mem- 
ber of the vareity track team and of his fra- 
ternity’s basketball team.

a wider interest in educational work among 


the blind of the city is being inaugurated 
by the philanthropy department of the Chi- 
eago Woman's club. As a first step in this 
effort an open meeting will be held Tuesday 
‘evening at Fullerton hall, in the Art instl- 


tute, to be addressed by Miss Winifred Holt 
‘of the New York Association for the Blind. 

Aside from her work among the blind. 
Mies Holt, who is a daughter of Henry Holt. 
the publisher, is widely known asa sculptor 
of ability, her bust of Carl Schurt and a bas- 
relief of Helen Keller being particularly ad- 
mired. She will give a general talk on the 
possibilities of education for the blind, and 
& special invitation bas been extended to 
the blind residents of Chicago to attend the 
meeting. 

Among the blind the only systematic edu- 
cational work—outside of the Public schoo! 
System—has been done by the philanthropy 
Gepartment of the Woman's club, with the 
aid of the department for the blind at the 
public brary. It is now the intention of the 
club to establish industrial centers in various 
parts of the city where training in suitable 
occupations may be given. It has been found 
that weaving, typewriting. telegraphy, mas- 
saging, and a variety of other occupations 
are easily adapted to. the blind, and in these 
anes tystematic instruction is to he 
given.

So Says Mrs. Theodore Thomas, 
Who Asks for Discipline. — 


CALLS SCHOOL RULES MILD. 


Praises Old Ideals at Meeting at Chica- 
go Woman’s Club.

Up to date“ methods of training chil- 
dren im Chicago and elsehere came in for 
a severe scoring yesterday at the hands of 
Mrs. Theodore Thomas, widow of the orches- 
tra JjJeader. ~ 

Mrs. Thomas, who is the founder and a 
former president of the Chicago Anti-Cruelty 
society, addressed the League of Cook Coun- 
ty clubs in the morning on “ The Possibill- 
ties of Educating Children Humanely.’’ Un- 
der the educational syster<s now in vogue 
Mrs. Thomas feels these possibilities are not 
large. 

A return to older—and stricter—ideals, the 
speaker asserted, must come before the right 
sort of education can be obtained. The 
kindergarten system of play work and 
the introduction of fade in the school 
curriculum, she intimated, must be checked. 


Pupils as Little Autocrats. 


The children of today. said Mrs. Thomas, 
“are given the idea that they must, above 
all things, enjoy what they are doing. As 
a result, if they are not having a good time. 
they won't work. This is a system that 
makes great demands on the teacher, but 
little on the pupil. And it is a system that 
must be changed. Our children are not 
brought up with the idea that they have 
got to work irrespective of their own pleas- 
ure. 

“ Another grave defect of our educationa! 
affairs is.that the children are given too much 
time on the streets. They run wild and 
spend their time in an aimless sort of ex- 
istence. School hours should be longer. 

“Still another lack—perhaps the most 
serious one—is that our children are not 
sufficiently trained in religion and the human- 
ity that goes with it. This is where the 
echools of a century were far ahead 
of our own. It is a sorry state of affairs 
when a school board will not even consider 
the ittroduction of the bible in the schools 
of the city.” 

The meeting, which was held at the Chi. 
cago Woman's club, was devoted to a dis- 
cussion of anti-cruelty work in Chicago and 
lilinois. Mrs. Thomas was tollowed on the 
program by George L. Warner, president of 
the Anti-Cruelty society, and Hugo Krause, 
its superintendent. 


Krause Asks Anti-Cruelty Laws. 


Mr. Krause urged the necessity of more 
effective anti-cruelty legislation on the part 
of the state. 

“In the shipping of cattle and poultry," 
he said, there are conditions which ‘the 
community, if it were enlightened simply 
would not tolerate. Along South Water street 
and at the stock yards you can see things 
today which would make you think you are 
in the middle ages. At the yards the packers 
have shown & surprising willingness to co- 
bperate with us, but there Is still a great dea! 
to be accomplished.”

days on the streets of leago. The city 
thus has obtained for nothing $10,000 worth 
of street cleaning from thie inetitution, which 
was started to meet an emergency. 

The rule was laid down that every able 
bodied man who was sufficiently clothed to 
face the weather must work for one day, 
eight hours, on the streets In return for three 
days’ lodging and meals, This work test 
weeded out the bums and frauds and pro- 
fessionals,’ and went a long way toward 
solving the problem of the unemployed. 


How Plans Were Worked Out. 


The story of the lodging house has been 
told; how a committee composed of Supt. 
Bicknell of the Chicago bureau of charities, 
Dean Sumner of the Cathedral of 88. Peter 
and Paul, Father Edward Kelly, Jacob J. 
Kern, and Malcolm McDowell was selected 
to lay out a general scheme; how this com- 
mittee later placed the management of the 
house in the hands of Dean Sumner and 
Malcolm McDowell; how ide Ohicago and 
Northwestern railroad wonmatea the use of a 
five story -building at 69 Canal street, and 
how, through the good offices of Commis- 
sioner of Health Evans, Tue Trisunn’s 
house and Chicago's municipal lodging house 
became partners and worked together for 
that common good of the unfortunate unem- 
ployed, 

This cobperative plan worked so success- 
fully that ever when the number of seekers 
for shelter doubled and trebied in March 
Supt. Mullenbach of the municipal lodging 
house and Supt. Cleland of Tus Trisune's 
lodging house were able to care for every 
man who applied for a nicht's shelter. The 
same system of registration, medical inspec- 
tion, and management obtained in both es- 
tablishments. : 


Statistics Show Results. 


The statistics of The Tribune's lodging 
house are interesting. The house opened its 
doors Jan. 8 and the last lofigers left March 
24. During those seventy-seven days 86,792 
lodgings were furnished, of which 22,209 were 
given men of foreign birth and 14,493 were 
furnished Americans. Of the total lodgings 
12,728 represent skilled and 24,064 unskilled 
labor. 

By ages the “lodgings” grouped as fol- 
lows: Under 20 years, 1,582; between 20 and 
0 years, 12,064; between 30 and 40 years, 
10,206; between 40 and 50 years, 7,160: be- 
tween 50 and 60 years, 4,328; and over 60 
years, 768. In the twenty-four days of 
January the “ lodgings numbered 8,985, an 
average of 374 a day; the twenty-nine days of 
February totaled 11,119, an average of 383: 
and the twenty-four days of March showed 
16.688, an average of 605. 

The largest number of men registered in 
any one day was 836, on March 21. Then the 
days registrations fell rapidly until four 
days later they only totaled 228. 

Shoes were given 320 men, clothing to 872. 
and mittens and gloves to several thousand. 

It was men from the Municipal and The 
Tribune lodging houses who removed a 
large portion of the snow which blocked the 
streets after the February blizzard, and hun- 
dreds of them were carried out of town by 
railroads to dig out cuts packed with snow 
and remove tons of “ the beautiful from the 
switches in railroad yards. 

From beginning to end The Tribune's 
lodgers, with rare exceptions, implicitly 
obeyed the rules established for the peace 
and protection of the house. Not a man was 
permitted to sleep under its roof until he 
had had his shower bath.

But Taft was right and the soldiers were 
wrong. He saw that a certain class of Fili- 
pinos, while not fit for self government, could 
be captivated by certain participation in 
the government to which they had not been 
accustomed from sh rule. 

Go Stable Today. 

The civil government Taft established in 
the Philippines is stable today, and the 181 
ands are as free from revolt as they have not 
been in a century. It was not the judge wh> 
did this, but the executive, and yet it was an 
executive who worked strictly according to 
logical lines and in a judicial frame of mind 


1 from the outset. 


When he was through with his tour of duty 
in the Philippines Mr. Taft came to Washing- 
ton as secretary of War. He would never have 
accepted such a place, I am sure, if it had not 
deen because of his intense degire to con- 
tinue his work for the benefit of the Filipinos 
themselves. He felt that as secretary he 
could do more for them than as governor; and 
it is characteristic of the Taft type of man 
that he looked upon promotion to a cabinet 
position not as a political asset for the fu- 
ture but as contributing to the fulfiliment of 
a cherished work for the henefit of others. 

This brings me down to a feature of the 
character of the secretary of war, which Is 
so pronounced that it seems strange it should 
have been given so little prominence in most 
of the biographies. This is the man's con- 
acience, or perhaps one might call it his 
imaginative sense of duty. He is not astern 
man. Hie famous laugh disproves that. 
Neither is he inflexible 


Admits His Mistakes. 


He makes mistakes, but he admits them 
afterwards and does what he can to correct 
them. Let his sense of right be aroused, let 
this imagination of duty to be performed 
be properly stimulated, and wild horses can- 
not drag William Howard Tafi away from 
the paths in which he thinks his footsteps 
should tarry. This is no good natured fat 
man who can be jollied and cajoled and 
laughed into doing a foolish thing. On the 
contrary, neither his smile nor his bulk plays 
and part in the official actions of the secre- 
tary of war. 

There were those who thought that Sec- 
retary Taft was unduly severe in his castiga- 
tion of a distinguished engineer who aban- 
doned his job in the building of the Panama 
canal. That abandonment, however, was 
one thing which the secretary could not 
brook. He could not understand how an 
official duty could in any way be influenced 
by private gain. To accept a great public 
trust and then to give it up suddenly because 
there was a chance of personal financia! 
advancement at home was nothing less than 
a crime to this man with imaginative con- 
science. 


Cause of Ohio Trouble. 


The acute political situation in Ohio was 
precipitated entirely because of the fact that 
the secretary of wat-refused to be a party 
to a bargain which he did not consider the 
proper one to be made. He would not yield 
to the importunities of those who besought 
him to make an agreement that Senator Fora- 
ker should go back to the sendte as the price 
of his keeping his hands off the presidential 
fight in Ohio. An Opportunity was given to 
the secretary of state to make a secret agree- 
ment of this kind, but it was declined on the 
ground that such compact was not an honor- 
able one and that he coul appeal to the 
people for the presidential nomination only 
on his own merits and without the slightest 
reference to the political ambitions of others. 

This. executive capacity .which the Ohio 
judge has developed must necessarily be, as 
I have said, his principal claim upon the 
presidency before the people. It is certainly 
true that few men have been called upon 
since the foundation of our system of gov- 
ernment to take active control of so many 
important things, one after another. 

The establishment of a civil government in 
the Philippines subsequently brought to Sec- 
retary Taft the most delicate kind of diplo- 
matic mission, because he was intrusted with 
the duty of obtaining from the pope, who was 
not recognized by our government, a diplo- 
matic concession regarding the disposition of 
lands belonging to religious orders in the is- 
lands. 


Taft Settled It Quickly. 


Whether it was the sniile that did it no 
one knows, but what seemed likely to prove 
one of the most perplexing things in the 
settlement of the Philippines question was 
adjusted so quickly and so quietly as to 
give no one any trouble. 

It probably was his experience with the 
Spanish eiement in Manila which enabled 
Secretary Taft to take immediate control of 
the situation in Cuba when the Palma gov- 
ernment collapsed and it became necessary 
tor the United States to intervene. ’ 

There was great necessity at that time 
for a man who could combine extreme 
decision of character with great tact. One 
of the things which Taft learned in the Phil- 
ippines, and which he has never failed to 
impress upon his subordinates, is the fact 
that a man of Spanish descent, no matter 
how diluted may be the blood of grandees, 
he is deeply impressed by polite observance 
of social forms and by scrupulous — hee to 
the little things which most Anglo-Saxons 
are in the habit of neglecting. 

The Cubans saw in a minute that they 
hac to deal with a man who would order 
his soldiers to shoot without hesitation when 
it became necessary, but who much pre- 
ferred the ways of peace. The visit of Secre- 
tary Taft to Cuba was a notable instance of 
how much can be accomplished with the 
Spanish speaking people by a judicious mix- 
ture of authority and courtesy. 

The collapse of the Palma government was 
complete. The country was on the verge 
not of one, but of a dozen revolutions. The 
people were suspicious of the Yankees, al- 
though they respected their power. It was 
a triumph of authority and of diplomacy to 
pacify the excitable islanders to such an ex- 
tent that during all this long time since 
President Palma resigned there has not been 
a single serious armed outbreak and no pros- 
peet of any. : 

It was Taft, too, who was chosen at a 
critical time to quiet the minds of the Japa- 
nese. When the real history of the Roose- 
velt administration comes to be written it 
may be found that the secretary of war start- 
ed on his long journey around the world 
quite as much to prevent a clash with the 
Japanese as for being present at the opening 
of the constituent assembly of the Philip- 

ines. .He bore a message from President 
Roosevelt and he smiled his way into the 
hearts of the Japanese at a time when rela- 
tions between the two nations were far more 
critical than the public has ever compre- 
hended. 

It seems almost absurd to suppose that any 
man with such ‘varied experience, first in the 
theory and then in the practice of govern- 
ment, should ever become a mere carbon 
copy ” of any other man, however great. 


They Have Similar Viewpoints. 


Tt is wrong to assume that Secretary Taft 
would do a thing merely because President 
Roosevelt had done it. It is equally wrong 
to imagine that President Taft would not do 
a thing because President Roosevelt had 
done it. It the secretary of war should be 
elected president there wouid be a similarity 
beyond all doubt in the policy of his admin- 
istration and that of Theodore Roosevelt, 
and for an obvious reason. The two men 
have similar points of view, although their 
methods ‘of arriving at their conclusions 
are radically different. If Taft had been 
president for the last four or five years he 
would have done much the same things 


that Roosevelt did, but in a less dramatic 


fashion. 
The two men stand for the same general 


theory of government. They have worked 
together in the past, and they would do so 
in the future, The impuleiveness of one has 
been admirably balanced by the logic of the 
other, but those who know the two men are 
fully aware of the fact that just as Roosevelt 
is presigent today, so Taft would be presi- 
dent t rrow, if chosen to that place.

JAMES <.MONAGHAN ~ 
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LOW EXPLAINS HEPBURN BILL 


Proposed Anti-Trust Law Amend- 
ment Not Obligatory, He Says. 


IT WILL HELP BY PUBLICITY. 


Gives Labor Rights, Recognizing Nei- 
ther Blacklist Nor Boycott. ° 


New York, March 28.—Seth Low, president 
of the National Civic federation, issued a 
statement today in further explanation of 
the Hepburn bill to amend the Sherman anti- 
trust law. This bill was prepared under the 
auspices of the National Civic federation. 

Mr. Low's. statement follows: 

“The bill is optional and not obligatory. 
No one is obliged to register, and no one, be- 
ing registered, is obliged to file his con- 
tracts, except in the e’ngle case of a pro- 
posed new combination of corporations or 
associations. 

“Under existing laws in many states no 
new railroad can be built without first get- 
ting the consent of the board of railroad 
commissioners. It seems not unreasonable 
that a proposal to form_a new combination 
other than railroad n ee that may op- 
erate in restraint of trade should similarly 
be first passed upon by some public authority. 


Looks to Past and Future. 


“The bill has two aspects: Toward the 
past and toward the future. Im regard to 
existing combinations and contracts it pro- 
vides that those who register shal) not be 
attacked by the government except upon the 
ground that they operate in unreagonable 
restraint of trade. It also provides a statute 
of limitation of one year, after which no 
suits can be brought by the government on 
the ground of actions’ taken prior to the 
passage of the amending act. 

“ Regarffing the future the bill offers an 
opportunity for corporations or merchants 
wishing to enter into a combination that 
may operate in restraint of trade to learn by 
a quicker process than through the courts 
whether the proposed combination is likely 
to be attacked by the government. If such 
a contract is filed and not disapproved within 
thirty days, the inference is that the admin- 
istration will not attack it unless the changes 
that time brings make what is originally rea- 
sonable ultimately unreasonable; and if the 
government does attack such a contract it 
assumes the burden of proof to show that it 
is unreasonable. On the other hand, if the 
administration finds such a, contract un- 
reasonable, it gives fair notice to the makers. 


Bill Will Further Publicity. 

Some think the president is given too 
much power to demand information. These 
peopte forget that the bureau of corporations 
has the right to demand any Information it 
wants from any corporation in the country 
doing interstate trade. 

„They also have failed to notice that bee 
president must make general regulations as 
to the information to be given, and that the 
bill itself defines the fields within which that 
information can be demanded. 

„The bill does injustice to nobody; for no- 
body is obliged to take advantage of its 
offer, So far as the offer is availed of, it will 
lead to the publicity. Directors of corpora- 
tions that give publicity are likely to be more 
careful to do nothing that ought not to be 
done than those who do not give publicity. 
Much criticism of corporations comes from 
the ignorance of the public as to their meth- 
ods and the limitations upon wrengdoing 
It is reasonable to hope that publicity will 
obtain from the public a greater measure of 
sympathy for sound corporate management 
than such management has been able to 
command heretofore. 

Recognize Rights of Labor. 

“Tt is important to recognize without 
limitation the right of labor to strike, to or- 
ganize, and to make trade agreements, and 
the corelative rights of employers, because 
many labor men fear these have been called 
into question by recent decisions of the Su- 
preme court. A careful reading of this 
clause will show that no rights not already 
existing outside of the Sherman law are 
granted by it. It simply says that the Sher- 
man law shall not interfere with rights 
otherwise existing as to these points. It 
recognizes neither a blacklist nor a boycott.’

SIMPLIFIES COPYRIGHT LAW. 


Compromise by Music Machine Makers 
and Composers Will Settle 
Knotty Problem. 


Washington, D. C., March 28.—Members 
of the senate and house library committees 
predicted tonight that the controversy be- 
tween the menufacturere and purveyors of 
mechanical music produeing machines and 
moving picture machines on the one side and 
composers, playwrights, and theatrical man- 
agers on the other wii! be settled by a com- 
promise. The basis of the compromise, it 
is said. will be the payment of a percentage 
by the mechanical device people to authors 
and composers when their works are re- 
produced, the mechanical interests to be 
given a license, in consideration of the per- 
centage. 

Such a compromise would relieve the de- 
mand for legislation on the subject, and con- 
sequently remove from the pending codifi- 
cation of the capyright lawe one of the most 
serious impending problems in that measure.

Jollying the Mess Caterer. 


Keeping in good humor is the trick, One 
way in which this is done on ship is by alight 
chaffing that runs through the intercourse 
of the members of the mess. Probably no 
more skillful skating on thin ice takes place 


around any board than in the wardroom of a 


warship. Good natured thrusts and parries 
are going on all, the time and just as the 
Ganger point of going too far in personal 
matters is reached the talk is shifted in 
some mystertous way and a new tack is 
taken. 

A favorite means of fun is to tacklé the mess 
caterer,+as the treasurer is called, and tell 
him what poor food heis serving. Now every 
man knows he is trying to make the mess 
money gO a4 far as possible and also to pro- 
vide good food. He has a thankless job 
and the members of the mess like to run him, 
as the expression goes: Suppose he serves 
up that delightful concoction of domestic 
economy, meat balls. The running fire of 
comment on such fare would make any ordi- 
nary man's hair gray in a month. The mem- 
bers of the mess even go so far as to tell 
him that when he dies his monument should 
be topped with a marble representation of a 
dish of meat balls. 

Let some man appear in evening dress after 
word has been passed that for once such a 
costume may be omitted atdinner. The luck- 
less one is howled out of the wardroom and 
invited to set em up when he comes back. 
Let a man make some wild or foolish state- 
ment or boast; he never hears the last of it. 
Perhaps the chief engineer may get permis- 
sion not to wear evening dress for an evening 
or two while he is fixing up some dirty work 
in the engine room. Some one will sing out: 

Captain. I work so hard; please excuse 
me from dressing for dinner,“ Forthwith the 
Fourth ward, as the lower end of the table 
is called, gets up a yell and at a signal this 
is heard:

Chaffing Like Gridiron Club. 


Taken all in all, this chaffing is similar toa 
Clover club, a Gridiron club, or an Amen 
Corner lambasting. It is given and taken 
in good part. Years of skill have taught the 
naval officer how far to go and when to stop 
to avoid pitfalls. The man who showsanger 
or resentment gets it all the more. There is 
a delicacy of adjustment in it all that com- 
mands admiration. 

There are those who lament that in these 
days of steel ships and electrical appliances 
all the picturesque side of « sailor man’s life 
on a warship has disappeared, They talk of 
the old days of romance and poetry and 
sentiment aboard ship. Well, things have 
changed for the sailor man, but those who 
know how much his creature comforts have 
been improved, how his health is safeguard- 
ed, how his mental necessities are looked 
after, are glad with him that there has been 
a change. A warship is not intended to be 
a poetry factory. It’s a fighting machine 
and with the best guns that you can get you 
need the best men available to shoot them. 

No longer is the navy the last refuge of the 
scum of town and country, the receptacle of 
jailbirds temporarily at large, the resort of 
men not fit for anyeédecent toil on land. The 
navy needs men of intelligence and good char- 
acter, the bright boys from the farm; young 
lade from the city who otherwise would 
have to spend their lives in factories. The 
navy needs these men, and it is getting them 
all the time. Why? Because largely there 
have been many changes from the old meth- 
ods, because no workingmen in the world 
have better food, more comfortable clothes, 
more sanitary housing, more opportunities 
for mental improvement, more wholesome 
recreations. 


Two Libraries on Each Ship. 

The menus of every ship have to be for- 
warded to the flagship every week, so that 
the admiral may observe whether the men 
have had the proper kind of food. No, Jack 
no longer kicks seriously about his food on 
a warship. No workingman in the world 
gets better. 

Take the libraries nowadays. There are 
two of them on every ship, the ship's library 
and the crew's library. The officers use the 
ship’s library. It is scattered about the 
officers’ quarters in various cases, some in 
the wardroom, some in the captain's or ad- 
miral's quarters, some in the steerage. There 
are about thirty classifications, dealing with 
technical subjects, with history, travel, ad- 
venture, poetry, a limited amount of fiction, 
and soon. The crew's library is three times 
larger. There is a great deal of history and 
travel and adventure and some science in it, 
but the. larger part is made up of as good 
fiction as the English language provides. The 
classic authors are represented, but a large 
amount of the newer fiction is also represent- 
ed. You find Kipling, Anthony Hope, E. W. 
Hornung, W. W. Jacobs, Jack London, Weir 
Mitchell, Booth Tarkington, 8. J. Weyman, 
along with Bret Harte, Mark Twain, R. L. 
Stevenson, Scott, Trackeray, Charles Reade 
Washington Irving, Bulwer-Lytton, and so 
on. 

And how was it in the old days? Melville 
tells about it in his White Jacket,“ the 
book that relates to the old frigate United 
States in 1848. He says: 

There was a public library on board, paid 
for by the government and intrusted to the 
custody of one of the marine corporals, a 
little, dried up man of a literary turn. He 
had once been a clerk in a postoffice ashore 
and having been long accustomed to hand 
over letters when called for, he was now just 
the man to hand over books. He kept them 
in a large case on the berth deck and when 
seeking a particular volume had to capsize 
it like a barrel of potatoes. This made him 
cross and irritable, as most all librarians are. 
Who had the selection of these books I do 
not know, but some of them must have been 
selected by our chaplain, who so pranced 
on Coleridge’s High German Horse. 

Mason Good's “‘ Book of Nature,” a good 
book. to be sure, but not precisely adapted 
to literary taste, was one of these volumes; 
and Macchiavellil’s Art of War, which was 
dry fighting; and a folio of Tillotson's ser- 
mons, the best of reading for divines, indeed, 
but with little relish for a main top man; 
and Locke's Essays, incomparable essays, 
everybody knows, but miserable reading at 
sea; and Piutarch’s Lives—superexcelient 
biographies, which pit Greek against Roman 
in beautiful style, but then, in a sailor's esti- 
mation, not to be mentioned with the lives 
of the admirals; and Blair's Lectures, Uni- 
versity Edition, a fine treatise on rhetoric, 
but having nothing to say about natural 
phrases, such as “ splicing the main brace, 
“passing a gammoning; “ puddin ing the 
dolphin,” and making a Carrick bend, be- 
gides numerous invaluable but unreadable 
tomes that might have been purchased cheap 
at the auction of some college professor's 


library.

BUNGLE BY KAISER 
IN HILL INCIDENT 


London Sees Trouble as Re- 
sult of Ruler’s Own Action 
to Gain Desires. 


WANT HILL IN THE PLACE 


Americans in Europe Also Would

LONDON, March 28.—Second only to the 
Tweedmouth episode is the stir created in 
diplomatic circles by the kaiser’s reported 
objection to the appointment of David Jayne 
Hill to the Berlin ambassadorship. Various 
“ absolutely authentic versions of the mat- 
ter have appeared in the German, English, 
and French press, but the true history of the 
incident is not clear by any means. 

The prevalent impression in the diplomatic 
world itself is that the emperor made a 
bungling personal attempt to secure the 
retention of the post for his friend Tower, 
and that he overreached himself. Tower 
was wise enough to see this, and he realizes 
his retirement now is inevitable, and the only 
importance of the episode lies in the bad im- 
pression it created throughout the diplomatic 
world. 

The German emperor's rough and ready 
methods have again caused serious bitter- 
fess and a misunderstanding, not only in 
international affairs but among his own 
Officials. 

Sympathy with Mr. Hill is universal, for he 
is held in the highest regard, especially by 
the statesmen who were members of The 
Hague conference. Disinterested officials 
high in the diplomatic rank do not hesitate 
to express the hope that whatever appoint- 
ment is made to the Berlin embassy Roose- 
velit will mark his sense of the irregularity 
of the kaiser’s proceeding by immediately 
recalling Tower and leaving the post in the 
hands of the chargé d'affaires until the va- 
cancy is filled. 


Want Appointment of Hill. 


The opinion of the American residents of 
Berlin, London, and Paris may not be of 
much consequence, but ſt is overwhelmingly 
in favor of Hill’s appointment. Every Amer- 
ican living abroad will rejoice in his selec- 
tion, based upon his abiity in, diplomacy 
rather than the possession of a purse large 
enough to permit a lavish expenditure in 
entertainment and social display. 

Incidentally the Americans in Europe are 
unanimous in regarding lt as a national 
scandal and a disgrace that their ambassa- 
dors are so ill paid that it is impossible for 
them to live on their salaries in any Euro- 
pean capital in a manner befitting their rank. 

The foreign office remains practically silent - 
on the Tower- Hill affair. It has, however, 
given an intimation to the Berlin newspapers 
that Mr. Tower is not to be attacked, and it 
explains that its denials of the last few days 
have only been intended to make clear that 
no official expressions adverse to Dr. Hill 
have gone through the usual channels of 
the German government to Washington. 

An experienced observer sald + ot ange A 
tion of the disavowals of the foreign office 
was to be found in the desire of the reeponsi- 
ble officials of this department to have the 
emperor always keep it notitied of his im- 
portant communications to ambassadors. 


Previous Occurrences of Sort. 


This is the traditional practice, but the em- 
peror occasionally fails to observe it. One 
such instance occurred in June of 1906, when 
his majesty told Gen. de la Croix, the French 
delegate to the wedding of the German crown 
prince, his views concerning the Moroccan 
situation. These were not communicated to 
Chancellor von Bülow and he did not 
hear of them until the following September 
and then through the French foreign office. 

Other and less important instances of this 
custom have occurred since. 

The chancellor and the foreign secretary 
take the position that they cannot de offi- 
cially informed of the emperor's acts unless 
he informs them himself. Applying this rule 
to the present instance, the foreign office 
declined to recognize the fact that Emperor 
William sent a message to President Roose- 
velt through Mr. Tower, although it may 
have known indirectly that such was the 
case. 

The foreign office, up to today, has acted 
solely wpon its own records; it is now un- 
derstood that his majesty has been communi- 
cated with, and, as a result, it is likely that 
the foreign office will modify its attitude 
upon the receipt of instructions from Venice,

BRITISH PUBLIC IS MISLED. 


Physicians’ Bulletins on Condition of 
Prominent Persons Always of 
Cheerful Tone. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNBE.] 

LONDON, March 28.—Though the fatal 
termination of the duke of Devonshire’s ill- 
ness was inevitable from the first news, his 
death came as a great surprise to the general 
public. 

This was due to the British custom of 
maintaining great secrecy in regard to ill- 
nesses of prominent persons and the issue 
of misleading medical bulletins. The latter 
may, strictly speaking, be correct from the 
viewpoint of physicians who have complete 
knowledge of the case, but to the public they 
gives a false impression of favorable prog- 
ress, which as a matter of fact it is intended 
they should. Afternoon papers announcing 
the duke’s death contain paragraphs sug- 
gesting a distinct improvement, though his 
intimates knew death was imminent. The 
same thing is now going on in reference to 
two other statesmen. 

The bulletins of H. Campbell-Bannerman’s 
condition would suggest that there is a fair 
chance of his recovery, while really not the 
slightest hope has been entertained for days. 
There are unmistakable symptoms of dropsy 
and ten days ago his state for some time was 
one of complete prostration. It was impos- 
sible to inform him of the duke's death. 

In the same way rosy reports of Joseph 
Chamberlain's progress are printed day after 
day and the public is led to believe that he 
again will enter the political arena, which is 
absolutely impossible. 


DELAY IN MOVING ZOLA’S BODY. 


Duke to Demand Transfer of Grand- 
father’s Corpse from Pantheon if 
Author Is Buried There. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
PARIS. March 28.—The government seems 
ready to take advantage of any excuse to 
delay the transfer of Emile Zola's body to 
the Pantheon, although the action was voted 
a year and a half ago, and the ceremony 
fixed for Feb. 4. It has now been postponed 
to April 6. : 

The pretext is that the senate has not yet 
voted_the extra $7,000 needed. Meanwhile 
tpe duke of Montebello has written a protest 
to Minister Clemenceau, saying that if the 
body of Zola ip transferred to the Pantheon 
he will demand permission to remove that of 
Marshal Lannes, the first duke of Montebello 
and one of Napoleon's generals.

ART TREASURES PREY OF TIME 


Rare Frescoes of Pisa’s Campo 
Santo Are Deteriorating. 


FIND NO WAY TO SAVE THEM. 


Italian Artists Unable to Devise Means 
to Stop Decay. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

ROME, March 28.—All sorte and conditions 
of men in Italy are greatly exercised about 
the famous frescoes of the Campo Santo 
at Piga. Some of the most vivid recoliec- 
tione of American travelers who have visited 
this hazy old town are the quaint scenes of 
triumphant saints and the suffering evil- 
doers which adorn the walls of the cemetery. 
the best known of them being by Andrea 
Orcagna. 

Unfortunately these priceless treasures 
slowly are deteriorating. The frescoes may 
roughly be divided into three groups, those 
by Giotto's followers, those by Benozzo 
Gozzoli, and last by Orcagna’s. 


Time Wears Away Treasures. 


The first are in an exceedingly bad state; 
gome, indeed, are completely lost, their con- 
dition being variously attributed to damp 
wind and air or defects in the wall. The 
second group, on the contrary, are well pre- 
served, while those of the third are in a 
damaged condition. It has been said that 
the injury has occurred within the last ten 
years, but this is not true. There are docu- 
ments extant proving that centuries ago the 
deterioration was opserved, but it has been 
go gradual as to pass almost unnoticed. 

The important point, however, is that the 
injury is there and that it must be stopped. 
Three methods to meet the evil are pro- 
posed. The first would protect the precious 
works of art by filling the arches between 
the pillare of the cloisters with glass. 


Wo Remedy Is Found. 

The second would cover the frescoes them- 
selves with glass covers or boxes, and the 
third would apply a substance composed of 
many elements to the frescoes themselves. 
None of these three proposals have been ac- 
cepted and any suggestion from competent 
artists from any part of the world would gain 
a sympathetic hearing, but unfortunately 
Italy is at present ahead in this field; and 
even the Italians are puzzled.

POSTAL SHAFT NEAR FINISH. 


Monument Which Is to Commemorate 
Universal Union Will Be Beau- 
tiful When Completed.

PARIS. March 28.—As the granite shaft in 
commemoration of the inauguration of the 
Universal Postal union is gradually nearing 
completion at Berne, Switzerland, where the 
first congress met, the studio of Rene de 
Saint-Marceaux, in Paris, forms a center of 
peculiar interest. For here it is that the 
symbolical group which is to crown the 
monument is nearing completion at the hands 
of M.- de Saint-Marceaux and his assistants. 

The design represents a terrestrial globe, 
circling which, with anms extended, are five 
female figures, symbolical of the five divi- 
sions of the world. Floating gracefully 
through space they seem to ve passing letters 
from one to another. The globe rests on a 
pedestal formed of a draped figure with a 
benign countenance representing the city ot 
Berne. 

The clay model is almost finished, and in a 
few weeks it will be taken apart into more 
than a hundred pieces, each of which will be 
cast in bronze. They will not be reassembied 
until they reach Berne.

; Father Long in Politics. 


Senator Stephen B. Elkins is a notable fig- 
ure in the politics of the country. He was 
born in Ohio in 1841, and after completing his 
school course in Missouri college entered the 
practice of law. The foundation for his 
fortune, which is considerably less than that 
of his father-in-law, was laid in New Mexico, 


where he spent several years of his life. He 


was a member of the territorial legislative 
assembly of New Mexico in 1864-'65. and 
held the offices of territorial district attor- 
ney. attorney general, and United States dis- 
trict attorney. He was elected to the forty- 
third and forty-fourth congresses, and after 
his retirement frém that body went to West 
Virginia and New York to“live. He was 
recalled to politics by his appointment in the 
cabinet as secretary of war under President 
Harrison and served until the close of that 
administration. He was elected to the sen- 


ate in 1894, to succeed Johnson N. Camden, 


and has been reslected ever sinve. His term 
as United States senator will expire in 1913. 

Senator Elkins was twice married, and he 
has a daughter by his first wife. She is Mrs. 
William Caner Wiederseim of Philadelphia 
and a great friend of the senator's younger 
daughter by the present Mrs. Elkins. When 
Miss Elkins goes to Philadelphia for a horse 
show or the hunt runs she is the guest of her 
sister.

Mrs. Arthur Lee, a prominent young 
matron of Washington, is Miss Elkins’ aunt, 
and her uicle is John T. Davis, who is now 
abroad with his family. 

The home life of the Elkins family, while 
quite up to the standard of elegance required 
by their social position, is exceedingly dem- 
ocratic and simple. Their home is one of the 
most hospitable in the country. 

Miss Elkins was slow in patronizing the 
rival of the horse—the automobile—but she 
owns and runs one of the fastest and mest 
beautiful machines in Washington.

There is no girl in America better adapted 
to court life than is Miss Elkins, and as a 
royal personage she can but be a great fa- 
Worite. She has hundreds of friends all over 
Europe, and they will hail her residence on 
that side with delight.

BIG SCANDAL IS BREWING 


Eyen After Arrest Dupes of For- 
mer Servant Still Believe 
‘in His Schemes. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, March 28.—With the arrest of 
Henri Rochette, the banker, on a charge of 
embezziement of sums which may reach 
$20,000,000, the French financial and political 
circles have received a jolt such as they have 
not experienced since the days of the notort- 
ous Humbert affair. 

It now appears that Rochette owed his long 
immunity to the powerful patronage of men 
high in the government. Several deputies are 
alleged to have accepted fees from Rochette 
for legal service which never was performed. 

Until recently his principal advocate was 
Fernand Rabler, vice president of the cham- 
ber of deputies. Rabier discovered a fort- 
night before the banker's arrest that he was 
too busy to continue his services and re- 
signed. 

The names of other influential politicians 
also are mentioned in connection with the 
case. leading to the prediction that the scan- 
dal will shake the whole country when the 
affair once reaches court. Rochette, in fact, 
seems to have exerted enormous influence on 
rich and poor, high and low alike. 

Eeginning his career as an errand boy in a 
country saloon, Rochette came to Parts and 
took a course in a commercial school and 
while early in his 20s launched out in the 
company of a promoter. There has not been 
a year since 1900 that he has not promoted 
some new company with a capital amounting 
to millions. 


Planned Paris Traction Trust. 

Branch offices of his Paris bank have been 
established in 
France. All of the institutions. catered es- 
pecially to small invéstors, whom Rochette 
showered with literature booming the vari- 
ous mining and other companies which he 
created. 

At the time of his arrest Rochette was 
planning to consolidate the entire traffic 
system of Paris on a scale and plan similar 
to that in New York. His schemes, if car- 
ried out, would involve him for the next 
twelve months in the issue of stock and 
bonds to the value of $250,000,000. 

It is now claimed that the money paid into 
each new flotation was largely used to pay 
interest on former issues. He invariably de- 
clared high dividends, and thus kept pace 
with his steady rise. Even now he has a 
host of supporters who believe the arrested 
banker the victim of malicious enemies. 

In the groups of excited and weeping 
stockholders and depositors who daily as- 
semble about the stricken financial institu- 
tions which were closed on the day of the 
banker's arrest many declare that if he had 
been left alone the prices would have re- 
mained high and dividends continued to be 
paid. 


Attempt to Gain Paper Ruins Him. 

Half a dozen newspapers were founded by 
Rochette. Most of these were purely finan- 
cial organs, in which leading articles ap- 
peared dally praising all of the Rochette en- 
terprises and bitterly condemning all his op- 
ponents. 

It is said his arrest was largely due to the 
attention called upon himself by his attempt 
to secure control of the Petit Journal, one of 
the moet powerful papers in France. Fora 
long time Rochette conducted an active am- 
paign against the stocks of the company own- 
ing the paper and, as a result, the prices of 
the stock listed on the bourse depreciated al- 
most 50 per cent. It was then discovered that 
Rochette’s agents were busily engaged in 
buying in the depreciated securities. The dis- 
covery led to an instant and thorough investi- 
gation of Rochette’s numerous other finan- 
clal schemes, with the result that he was 
promptly arrested. 

The banker, although represented as re- 
sorting to all sorts of tricks and subterfuges 
to hoodwink the public, is admitted to have 
been an ideal husband anda dutiful son. H: 
bullt a sumptuous residence for his father 
and bought the magnificent Villa Biarritz for 
his wife. His habits were exemplary. He 
never emoked or drank, went but little in so- 
ciety, and spent all his leisure time with his 
wife and parents. 


MOVING DAY WITH ROYALTY. 


Kaiser and Kaiserin to Take Ninety- 
three Persons in Suite to Castle 
Achilleion, Corfu. 


BERLIN, March 28.—The emperor and 
empress have made elaborate arrangements 
for their stay in Castle Achilleion, Corfu, 
where they will soon arrive from Venice 
They haye taken with them a large suits 
comprising a court marshal, two aids de 
camp, six officers of the guards, two 
physicians, twelve body servants, and a sen- 
retary for the emperor, and a court marshal, 
two ladies of the chamber, two equerries, and 
six domestics for the empress. 

The culinary possibilities of Corfu are not 
being relle upon, as no fewer than twenty- 
four cooks and maids are going from the 
castle to attend to the imperial kitchen. 
Even kitchén utensils from the Berlin palace 
are to be forwarded. 

Two imperial carriages and six touring 
automobiles are under way, and also two 
transport motor cars for the baggage. Ten 
chauffeurs with eight helpera are to look 
after these machines. 

Horses, too, are to be shipped to Corfu, 
and twenty grooms and coachmen will go 
with them. 

The Castle Achiljleion, which lies nearly 
2,000 feet above the sea level, has been con- 
nected with the lower surrounding country 
by a cable elevator. Post and telegraph of- 
fices have been erected so as to keep the 
emperor in con&tant communication with the 
outer world, while the roads in the island, 
usually of the most primitive description, 
have been vastly improved for the _0CCu- 
sion.

LONDON. March 28.—John Burns, the la- 
bor leader, is always a downright _poll- 
ticlan, and his declaration of the goverr- 
ment's attitude after the Peckham and other 

cefeats is characteristic. 

„The government.“ he declares, is de- 
termined to remain in office three more ses- 
sions, and we intend, be the consequences 
what they may be, to pass a licensing bill 
in both houses because we believe it is a 
just and necessary measure.“ 

How he proposes to force the bill through 
the house of lords he did not explain. He 
handles the liquor trade without gloves. 

‘Recent events prove that the liquor trade 
is determined on a raid on the people’s in- 
terests, the like of which has never been 
contemplated before. The trade is organized 
at Peckham and has proved that it has a 


method in its madness. 


Burns Flays Liquor. Trade. 

“It does not want London to be a great 
civic center. _ Publicans do not like tram- 
ways. They carry people past the public 
houses. They do not like a comfortahle 
housing of people. It counteracts their own 
attractions, 

“What the trade really does like, want, 
and believes in is the warehousing of women 
and children, with the workhouse in ultimate 
view for public house victims.” 

Burns’ attitude does not represent the rank 
and file of his own party even in parliament. 
Leading members freely admit that some of 
the pending measures, including the licens- 
ing bill, are opposed by a large majority of 
the people and should be moderated in obedi- 
ence to the country’s mandate. 

This opinion is much more likely to find ex- 
pression in the future ceedings of para- 
ment than Burns’ declaration. 


Change Has Broad Significance. 

It is a mistake, however, to interpret the 
change of opinion throughout England as 
opposition to this or that bill. It has a 
broader significance. 

As the Spectator points out today, it is so- 
cialism that the country fears, and it is the 
general socialistic tendency of the principal 
government measures it condemns. 

A lesson to England of the fallacy of the 
socialistic management was furnished this 
week by the Battersea home of Burns, which 
he represents in parliament. The borough 
has been made bankrupt by its socialist 
eouncil. 


Socialist Council Without Funds. 

Its credit is exhausted and it is unable to 
raise. money even to pay the wages of its em- 
ployés’ bank. 

The council held a secret meeting on 
Wednesday_and the socialist majority con- 
fessed inability to raise money for current 
expenses and begged the municipal reform 
members to assist them in inducing the Lon- 
don county council to furnish a guafantee to 
the bank for further advances. 

Accounts amounting to $145,000 have been 
passed for payment, but the borough has no 
money to meet them.

sell—-at ‘his price.’ The domestic visible is de- 
creasing steadily. The decrease will probably con- 
tinue at the rate of around one million bushels per 
Between the visible and the wheat on the 
farm there are no accumulations. A large pro- 
portion of the visible—that in the northwest and 
Canada—is backed by claims of the weakest rear 
guard of reserves on record.“ 


Miner & Co. sent out the following: Letter from 
Nessly. & Rucker, millers at Mulvane, Kas, says: 
The wind is blowing a perfect gale. The ground 
is dry and our growing crop of wheat will suffer 
heavy damage if we do not get rain in the next day 
or two or the wind subsides. We think it has 
already done a great deal of damage, both by 
dry ‘weather and high winds. One man here esti- 
mates his crop has already been damaged 20 per 
cent.“ Another letter from the Harper Mill and 
Elevator company, Harper, Kas.: ‘ A terrific wind 


changing from May 
September early, but 


from the southwest today, blowing the dirt from 


the roots of the wheat plant and taking the 
moisture out of the ground fast; rain is badly 
meded. Green bugs are getting numerous. Wheat 
looks fairly well to date, but must have moisture 
soon; about 80 per cent of last year’s acreage.

** Statistically the situation is losing considerable 
of its bearieh aspect, inasmuch that receipts and 
suppiles are now comparing much smaller than 
last year and promise to until much later in the 
season, said J. F. Jackson. e foreign situ- 
aticn, so far ae old supplies are concerned, holds 
out no assistance to holders of the nearby delivery 
or cash wheat, but so far as the September de- 
livery is concerned the situation is much healthier. 
The heavy discounting of it leaves but little 
room fer a decline of more than a few cents, even 
should the 1908 crop be of large dimensions. Sep- 
tember wheat in Chicago is the cheapest quotation 
for the new crop of any market in tie country, and 
at its present quotation represents a sharp de- 
elne in cath wheat, both in the spring and winter 
wheat markets. The percentage is, therefore, much 
greater in favor of the buyer of hie well discount- 
ed delivery than that of the seller.“

the forepart of the season that there is little ¢is- 
position to buy now. Nearly all the importers 
overbought themselves to a large extent and the 
drop in values caught them loaded to the limit. 
Continued free offerings of Argentine wheat at 
cheap prices is then principal factor at present 

Prof. Dean of Manhattan college, Manhattan, 
Kas., is authority for the following: The Hes- 
sian fly dispersion is over the entire southern half 
of the state and as far west as Kiowa and Ford 
counties.

“a period of rain during the coming out of the fly. 


Crop reports were generally of a gratifying char- 
acter, Snow and Le Count, who both visited Har- 
per county Kas., wiring that conditions were ex- 
cellent. The hot winds have dried the top soll con- 
siderably, but there is still plenty of moisture in 
most sections around. the roots, and Snow said 
there would be no actual necessity for rain for two 
weeks. Le Count said bugs were plentiful in many 
fields, but had done no damage and he id not think 
there was much prospect of it. Kansas had little 
rain, a trace at one or two points being all that 
was reported. Miseour!l had some rain. It rained 
at some points in Oklahoma and Texas, but there 
was no downfall of a general character. The out- 
look for over Sunday was for fair, clear weather 


in the southwest. 


Low grade corn was 2c lower. with the better 
grades ic off. or about the same as the futures. 
Buyers ars not willing to take any chances with 
the poor Lorn with the warm spring weather 
ahead of them, and for this reason offerings of 
anything but the best grades are meeting with an 
absolutely indifferent inquiry.

Seaboard export sales were 32,000 bu wheat 
and 32,000 bu corn. 


‘Contract stocks of cate are increasing rapidly, 
and at the present rate of manufacture accumula- 
tions May 1 will be large and require extensive 
merchandising. said C. K. Sacket of Ware-Le- 
land. Operations in the old crop futures are 
limited, but the September kind reflects a large 
short interest, and fear is expressed that the plant 
in many localities will show but little vitality 
owing to poor seed that if confirmed will become 
a bullish factor, although there is no question 
but that.a heavily increased acreage will be 
sown.”’

Profit Taking and Sales for Fall 
Cause Reaction in Prices. 


DROP IN COPPERS IS LARGE. 


Reading and Union Pacific Also Are 
Victims ot Slump. 


NEW YORK, March 28.—[Special.]—Profit 
taking sales and speculative operations for 
the fall were sufficiently extensive today to 
bring about general declines on the etock ex- 
change, although the losses were for the 
most part confined to fractions. 

This wae not true of the stocks conepicuous 
in the rise on Friday, including American 
Smelting ne Amalgamated Copper in the 
industrial Met and Reading and Union Pacific 
in the railroad department, for these shares 
today received only the feeblest support and 
closed finally with losses approximating two 
pointes in practically each Instance. 

It is doubtful if the over night newe of the 
passing of the Aldrich by the senate had any 
influence whatever on the trading. Wall 
street was in two minds regarding the virtue 
of this measure, and that part of the finan- 
clal community which looks upon 8 aa help- 
ful had already discounted ite passing by the 
senate, 


Look to Aldrich for Aid. 

What its fate will be in the house remains 
to be seem, but it is already a different bill 
than it was in its original form, thanks to 
the many amendments tacked to it, and it 
will undoubtedly undergo further changes 
before it is accepted by the house, if it is 
finally so accepted. 

Greater thterest attaches to the statement 
of Senator’Akrich that he will ask for the 
appointment of a commission to study care- 
fully all the questions raised by the recent 
financial disturbances with a view to sug- 
gesting currency legislation, and it is from 
some such well thought out plan that the 
financial district as a whole looks for real 
relief rather than to what is confessedly an 
emergency measure containing serious flaws. 

An announcement of interest was that re- 
garding the final clearing up of all the loan 
certificates issued by the clearing house the 
payment of $250,000 of such certificates by 
the National Bank of North America can- 
celed the last of these geourities 

Rail Earnings Show Losses. 

Among the railroad earnings statements 
submitted during the day were those of the 
Atchison, and Southern covering results in 
the month of February. Atchison suffered 
a gross loss of $674,000, but brought this down 
to $182,000 In net earnings, while the Soutb- 
ern railway with a gross decrease of $721,000 
lost in net only $87,000. These are unusually 
good showings from the operating point of 
view, since they show clearly the command 
which the roads are now securing over ex- 
penses. 

The heavy cash increase indicated by pre- 
liminary estimates of the week's currency 
movements was more than borne out in to- 
day’s average statement of the associated 
banks. 


The increase in cash amounted to 84. 177,000 
and this together with an increase of only 
$2,868,000 in loans and other changes result- 
ed in an addition of $2,364,000 to surplus. 

In the actual condition of the same institu- 
tions at the week's close, however, these 
various items underwent considerable 
change, the most noteworthy being in the 
loan account which was enlarged by $15,- 
854.000. This showing is more in accord- 
ance. with the known facts regarding the 
syndicate operations of the week.

EXCITES CURB MARKET. 


Price Advances One and a Quarter 
Points and Estimates of Sales Range 
from 40,000 to 250,000. 


NEW YORK, March 28.—[Speciel.)—Curb 
brokers expected a lot of excitement today 
and they found some at the opening of the 
market, when there was a scramble to buy 
shares of Guggenheim’s Yukon Gold com- 
pany stock, 700,000 shares of which had been 
advertised for sale by Thomas W. Laweon. 

Harry Content, a broker, whom Lawson 
advertised would personally direct the opera- 
tions of his brolers, in a letter to R. H. 
Thomas, president of the Néw York Stock 
exchange, said the publication of his name 
was without his authority or warrant, and in 
contravention of his position as a member 
of the exchange. 

Ot course it was used without his know!- 
edge or congent,” said Lawson tonight. 
“While the rules of the New York Stock 
exchange prohibit a man from advertising 
the goods he is employed to sell they do not 
prohibit the one who employs him. I did 
the advertising. not Mr. Content, and I used 
hie name as I would use the name of any one 
of the other forty-four representative mem- 
bers who execute my orders.” 

The stock opened at from 5% to 6 and in 
the first ten minutes went to 6%. Toward the 
close of the first hour the excitement died out 
and interest began to flag. One report had 
it that between 100,000 and 250,000 shares 
had been dealt in during the first hour.

As for the Guggenheims, who thus far re-

value, they will still be able to sell enough 
treasury stock to practically pay for the 
plant and receive on their remaining hold- 
ings profits without the expenditure of any 
considerable amount of money, the public 
having reimbursed them on plant invest- 
ment. 

The 700,000 shares which Mr. Lawsen is 
offering were sold some time ago by the 
Guagenheims to Trippe & Co. of New York 
at $5 per share. Mr. Lawson is now acting 
as auctioneer to dispose of this stock at a 
price better than $5.

Sales with us have shown a nice increase 
this month compared with February.

U. P. DIRECTORS TO BE SUED 
FOR RETURN OF DEAL PROFITS 


Dissatisfied Stockholders Seek to Force 
Harriman and Others Into Disgorg- 
ing Money—Allege Trickery. 


New York, March 28.—[ Special. I— Leonard 
M. Wallstein, counsel for the Connecticut 
stockholders, who unsuccessfully tried to get 
the Union Pacific to sue E. H. Harriman 
and other directors for the restitution of the 
alleged profits made by them through the 
sale of certain securities to the company, 
said today it had been decided by his clients 
to bring their own action. 4 

Preparations now. are being made, he said, 
to introduce a civil suit in the courts, either 
of this state or Conneoticut. The principal 
ground for the action will be that Messrs. 
Harriman, Stillman, and Rogers had vio- 
lated their trust as directors of the corpora- 
tion. 

“Tt makes no difference,” said Mr. Wal- 
stein, it these directors did not vote when 
the sale of securities was authorised by the 
board of directors, as stated in their reply to 
the demand of my clients that a suit be 
brought. That does not absolve them from 
violation of the trust. There are precedents 
galore to uphold that contention.” 

Mr. Waletein said further that the com- 
pany’s contention that the purchase of se- 
curities wae ratified by stockholders seemed 
a plausible defense, but he asserted the 
stockholders did not know they were rati- 
fying any such transaction when they handed 
in their proxies to E. H. Harriman. ’ 

“If transactions were ratified at all,“ he 
said, “it must have been last October, 
when Mr. Harriman sent to the stockholders 
some blind proxies authorising the directors 
to do almost anything they wished. Such a 
ratification could be declared invalid in a 
court of law if it could be shown that the 
stockholders had not known what they were 
ratifying.” 

Mr. Walstein intimated that other stock- 
holders would become a party com- 
plainants in the suit; that one of them was 
a man of great prominence in financial 
affairs in thie city. He refused to disclose 
the man's identity, however. The rumor 
that Stuyvesant Figeh is behind the suit he 
emphatically denied.

Debt We Owe to the Fishes. 

The rapid swimming fishes usually have 
smaller ins and more cigar shaped bodies, 
with smoother skins than their slower kin. 
The dolphin, the porpoise, the shark, the 
eel, and the mackerel all are swift swimmers. 
Their pointed snouts and the general shape 
of their bodies reduce the friction of the 
water to 4 minimum. 

An ordinary torpedo is strikingly like the 
shark in its general outlines. The first sub- 
marine boat, the Nordenfelt, bears close re- 
semblance to dolphins. 

Animals with heavy bodies and heads gen- 
erally have short legs and necks. Such are 
the elephant, the rhinoceros, hippopotamus, 
and, among birds, the penguin and puffin. 
Those with amal bodies and heads in com- 
parison with their height have long necks and 
legs. Such ere the giraffe, the deer, the 
greyhound, the ostrich, the cassowary, emu, 
and stork. 

The principle ts adopted by engineers and 
architect. A heavy weight like a tank or 
bridge is supported on columns much thicker 
in proportion to their height than those of a 
lighter structure would be.

Idea for Cushions and Springs. 

Engineers use this principle in various 
ways. In the buffers fixed to railway rolling 
stock there is a piston sliding in an irom box 
in which are fixed india rubber cushions or 
metal springs to take the shock due to the en- 
gine striking the train or the sudden jar when 
the brakes are applied. 

The camel, which travels in the sandy soil 
of the desert, is provided with large expand- 
ing feet that spread his weight and thus pre- 
vent his sinking into the ground. The large 
spreading feet of the polar bear enable him 
to avoid floundering in the snow and assist 
him in swimming. 

It has taken man many years to learn that 
tf he wishes to carry a heavy load on soft 
ground it will be necessary to spread the 
foundations in order to reduce the weicht on 
each square foot of bearing area.

Where the labor is employed in the opera- 
tion of costly machinery its actual cost de- 
pends even more upon its efficiency. If the 
operator on a typesetting machine set 50,000 
ems in eight hours, and he was paid $5 a 
day. the labor cost would be 10 cents a 
thousand. If he set 20,000 ems a day and was 
paid $4 wages, the labor cost would be 20 
cents, 

But the labor cost of the operator in any 
machine production is only part of the cost. 
There are the value of the machine, power, 
floor space, and material which it uses, the 
cost of keeping it in repair, the cost of main- 
taining the building, light, and heat. These 
are little more when a machine produces 
twice as much as when it produces half as 
much. 

It correspondingly follows that low wages 
do not in themselves decrease the cost. A 
reduction in wages, accompanied with di- 
minished efficiency of dissatisfied workmen, 
increases instead of diminishes the cost of 
production. Also ‘increased wages, unless 
accompanied with increased efficiency, in- 
crease cost.

Why Great Western Failed. 
President Stickney of the Chicago Great 
Western railway explains the bankruptcy of 


his road by the decreased efficiency of the 
trainmen and repair men. He says that in- 
creases in wages account for only a third of 


the increased cost ot opertaion. The other 


two-thirds come from the increase in wrecks, 
collisions, and the railroad’s prop- 


erty. Repairs have been less carefully ane 


economically made. Trains are more care- 


lessly operated. Supplies are wasted. The 


aggregate of these little wastes and less effi- 
cient work is enormous. There are two 
causes for this—one an economical fallacy 
which has spread in recent years, and the 
other the growth of class feeling.

Many of these 
hints are in the nature of trade secrets such 
as workmen are likely to keep within the 
shop in which they work. In this booklet 
they are made public property, and are such 
as to offer valuable hints to the worker in 
many lines.

home im the basement. 

“In working brass and copper they will 
harden and split if hammered to any great 
extent.“ reads one of these " pointers.’ To 
prevent cracking or splitting the metal must 
be heated to a dull red and plunged into cold 
water. This will soften it until it can be 
worked easily. Be careful not to heat the 
hrase too hot or it will fall to pieces These 
pieces of metal must be annealed frequently 
during the process of hammering.” 

One hundred square feet of belting run 
over a pulley each minute will give one horse 
power. Example:. A 2 inch belt running 
over a pulley 24 inches in diameter at 160 
feet a minute practically will deliver one 
horse power.“

. Put Resin in Melted Lead. 


Many mechanics have their patience sore- 
ly tried when pouring lead around a damp or 
wet joint to have it lode, blow out, or 
scatter from the effectaiof the steam gener- 
ated by the lead. The @hole trouble may 
be avoided hy putting a piece of resin the size 
ot a man’s thumb Into’ the ladle and allowing 
it to melt before pouring the metal.“ 

In laying out work on planed surfaces of 
steel or iron, use blue vitrioland water on the 
surface, This will copper plate the surface 
nicely. If an oily surface, add a little oil of

the oll leaving a nice- 

ly coppered surface.“ 
Fut hard soap on lag screws, wood screws, 
or any screw in wood. It will surprise you 
how much easier they win turn in.” 

Pure graphite is the best lubricant known. 
It largely increases the lubricating quclity 
of any oll or grease. A small quantity used 
on @ hot bearing is sure to make it run cool.” 

“Put an equal amount of finely pulverized 
resin in glue and it will stick to iron.’’ 

Always use good lard oll in cutting 
threads with a die or tapping out nut. Poor, 
cheap oil soon will ruin your die and tap.” 

Use turpentine instead of oll in drilling 
hard steel, saw plate, and the like. It will 
Grill readily when you could not touch it with 
oil.” 

Never use a reamer to ream out pipe of 
any kind. The ecale inside of 4 pipe caused 
by the flux used in welding or brazing is hard 
as glass and no reamer can be made hard 
enough to cut it.“ 1 5

Beeswax and Plumbago on Patterns. 

All metal patterns should be cleaned with 
a stiff brush, then with a brush having plenty 
of beeswax in it; dip this brush in powdered 
plumbago. Brush the pattern well as above 
and you will have a much smoother casting. 

“To soften cast tron for drilling, heat it 

to a cherry red, holding it level in the fire. 
Then with tongs put on a piece of brimstone 
a little less in size than the hole is to be. 
This softens the iron entirely through. Let 
it lie in the fire until cooled, when it is ready 
to drill. 
Never stamp your name on a steel rule, 
square, or any fine tool, as you will throw it 
out of true. If you wish to mark such a 
tool use etching acid.”’ : 

“Glue will keep liquid when cool if about 
one-fourth part acetic acid is added to it..

He must form the habit of buying nothing 
that he is uncertain about. He must get into 
the way of promptly turning dowm undesira- 
ble offers and just as promptly seizing op- 
portunities that really are good. 

“The world is full of people who are try- 
ing to get your money on false pretenses. 
If you are to be a buyer you must know 
them at a glance. Common sense will point 
them out to you quite as often as actual 
knowledge. You can cultivate that pecu- 
liar judgment a buyer needs. You can learn 
to look back of things and through people. 
You must get at real motives. You must 
know gold bricks instinctively.

Take a Course in Home Buying. 

“There is another aspect to the calling of 
buyer, and this, too, you can apply in your 
preliminary training. The buyer must look 
ahead. He must know what people are going 
to want and how much. His judgment may 
fail sometimes, but it must average up well 
or he will not hold his position. 

“To buy with judgment tsa faculty made 
up of a good many elements, but well devel- 
oped and trained common sense is quite as 
imperative as anything, Without it all the 
knowledge of stocks and markets, all the 
shrewd bargaining on prices, all the hard 
work, would be utterly lost. 

Therefore, I advise young men if they 
contemplate entering this lucrative field of 
employment to train themselves along the 
lines I have outlined.

One of these ant hills recently meas- 
ured by an enterprising naturalist exploring 
Somaliland was found to be 18 feet in height, 
while many he discovered to be 10 and fifteen 
feet high. The stature of an average man is 
about 5% feet. The highest dwelling house 
yet erected is about 375 feet, or sixty times 
the height of this man. The Eiffel tower is 
about 179 times the height of this man. But 
the average height of a termite is about halt 
an inch, making a 10 foot ant hill 240 times his 
stature. If we magnify the ant to the size of 
@ man its dwelling would be 1,320 feet in 
height, incomparably larger in proportion 
than any skyscraper ever erected by genus 
homo. The constructive instinct is highly 
developed in many of the lower animals. 
The beaver not only burrows but builds a 
hut of sticks which it plasters with mud by 
means of its flat tail that may be likened to 
a gardener’s grass beater; the tail also serves 
ans a store for fat to tide the anima! over the 
winter.

But one of the pumps supplies 
water excellent to taste, whereas the water 
‘from the other is so highly charged with va- 
yious mineral salts that it is almost brine. 
This water has been recommended by some 
physicians as having big medicinal value. 
When first dug the well was a great wonder. 
The secret of the phenomenon lies in the fact 


that two water bearing beds confined be- 


tween layers of limestone occur at this point, 
the upper carrying fresh water and the 
lower salt. The pipe of the fresh water pump 
is but 16 feet long, and that of the salt water 
pump is 35 feet. The brine, being heavier 
than the fresh water, does not mix with it, 
but remains at the bottom of the well and the 
longer pipe consequently draws only the 
salty water. 


Manufactured gold is metallurgy’s latest 
feat. It is composed of 978 parts of copper, 
@ parts of gold, and 20 parts 
of aluminium. The firststep Imitation 

im its production is the melt- Gold Made 
ing of the copper and the gold 
in a melting pot of fire clay from Copper. 
or some other fireproof material. The mix- 
ture is kept in a molten condition about half 
an hour, after which 50 parts of borax are 
added as flux. The mass then can be poured 
out into bars. This alloy can be wrought into 
plate or wire, thus allowing of the manufac- 
ture of manifold varieties of ornaments and 
trinkets. The tint can be altered to suit by 
changing the proportion of the three metals. 
To produce red, less gold 2.4 less aluminium 
are needed. For yellow, a little less gold; for 
green, less gold and more aluminium. The 
mew gold is extremely ductile, malleable, and, 
when polished, brilliant. It therefore not 
only resembles gold in appearance but has 
the enduring qualities of gold. It is not a 
gold plated article, but a solid imitation, 
which requires no plating. There is no 
danger that it will lose its attractiveness by 
having the thin coat wear off, but its compo- 
gition must be good or it is of no yalue what- 
ever. The mixture of copper, gold, and 
aluminium is cheap and therefore enables the 
making of ornaments and jewelry at much 
lower prices than double plated articles. Al- 
though there is at least a small quantity of 
genuine gold in this composition, there are 
alloys made entirely of base metals, There is 
ene consisting of 100 parts of zinc and 8 to 15 
parts of sulphur strontium, to which as much 
copper is added as is needed to produce the 
desired tinge.

the surface. 

Then attention should be turned to the oats 
€rop, which I will promise in this instance 
Occupies two fields, both of which have been 
plowed the preceding fall. The first fie 
should be disk harrowed as frequently as 
two days’ work will permit, and then the 
Seed drilled in, which will take one day. 

The second field should be similarly treated 
at the expenditure of three days’ work, and 
then the team may rest a day while the hand 
goes over both fields sowing: timothy and 
clover with a whetikarrow seeder. Later I 
show good reasons for seeding both fields, 
though only one is to remain permanently 
in grass. 

Each oatfield then should receive its share 
of plant food, 300 pounds on the one which 
will derive some benefit from a former ap- 
plication of barnyard manure and 400 on the 
other. Both then should be carefully rolled, 
the time expended in the dual operation be- 
ing four days. One day, if it is drilled on, will 
suffice to give the growing timothy a dressing 
of 400 pounds of bone per acre.

Piant Corn in May. 

The success, or failure of the future crops 
depends much on the weather they have to 
‘face during May. The first three days of 
this month should be employed in ‘plowing 
the remain@er of the second cofnfield. By 
this time the early weeds on the first will 
have been given an opportunity to gain a 
good start. Two days’ constant harrowing 
will .eradicate them, and then the harrows 
should be busy for a couple of days in the 
second field. After this operation is finished 
the first fleld should be rolled for a day and 
planted the following one. 

Ifthe oatfields are reasonably dry they 
should de rolled again, a couple of days be- 
ing given to the operation. The second corn- 
field. should then be treated to a day's roll- 
ing. and planted on the following day. 

Two days now should be devoted to work 

on the truck patch, Then the firet corn- 
Seip which requires no fertilizing should be 
harrowed for a day, and on the following 
one half the allowance of plant food it is to 
receive should be drilled jnto the second ohe. 

One day during this month must be used 
te roll the-timethy,.but this may be done 
when the surroundings are not favorable for 
handling: the soil, while some inclement day 
will enable the hand to put away the tools 
he is through with, clean his harness, and 
overlook the cultivator he will be so busy 
The truck patch may now be 
Visited for the last time, the stay being lim- 
ed to a couple of days, and the four days of 
the month which remain must be devoted to 
harrowing again the first planted corn, 
Grilling the second dose of plant food into 


the second field, this time driving the drill 


the reverse way, and then thoroughly roll- 
ing both fields. These operations find the 
man and team employment for twenty-four 
Gays during the month and the man alone 
for one.

June Month of Caltivation. 

June must be devoted almost entirely to 
cultivating the cornfields, which should now 
beiin splendid condition, the harrowing, fer- 
tiizing, and rolling they have received being 
fully equal to a double cultivation. Cult! 
vating is a slow job at first..as to go over the 
two telds both ways the first time wil! con- 
gume seven days’ time of ‘nian and team. 
The second and third times through both 
Ways the team can move faster, so ten days 


“should suffice for these 
Tunis only provides seventeen days’ work in 

June for the team, but they will be fortunate _ 
4 ot the soll permits them to 
put these in without interruption. Fortu- 
nately, when work in the field is inadvisable, 
planting, weeding, sticking peas, and much 
other miscellaneous work will be possible in 
the garden patch. Thus the man can find 
four days’ profitable employment, while get- 
ting the mower, rake, and hayrack ready for 


work early in the coming month will take up 


another day,.and there is always something 
to be done around a farm that will occupy 
him for the remaining three. 

The labor credit for this month will thus 
be seventeen daye for man ane team, eight 
days for man alone.

Lay By the Crops in July. 

The only work now left to do in the corn- 
field, if the weather hae been favorable, is 
laying by the crop. It is best to do this both 
ways, as to let the shovels run deep enough 
to give an effective mulch at a single opera- 
tion would disturb the rootlets with which, 
three inches below the surface, the soll be- 
tween the plants should now be filled. 

This process will take four days, but should 
be completed soon’ after July 4. 

Timothy and clover now should be ready 
to cut. The ten acres take a day and a halt 
to mow, a similar time to rake, bunch, and 
clean, two days to shock up, and two and 
a half days to carry and mow away, at the 
rate of six loads a day, which should clear 
four acres of heavy grass. 

An extra hand will be required during haul- 
ing time, and can be used to advantage when 
shocking is in progress. This hand should 
be furnished by exchange work with some 
neighboring farmer, so the time in this case 
should all be credited to the home hand. 

If this is done haying will employ the man 
and team for five and a half days and the 
man alone for four and a half, but as the 


weather often causes some delays let us say 


six days for the man and team and five for 
the man. Nothing now remains to be done 
till the oats are ready, so, if the weather has 


permitted my schedule to be closely followed, 


both man and team will have ten days’ 
leisure. It will ‘be easy for them to find em- 
ployment for these days at $3 a day or more 
on some outside farm. 

. - 


August Brings the Harvest. 

The oats crop should be ready to cut early 
jn August, #0 the first day of this month 
should be devoted to getting the binder in 
good running order. It will require three 
horses to run this machine, and if everything 
goes smoothly it should easily lay down ten 
acres a day. The extra horse as well as an 
extra man should be furnished in exchange 
by the joint owner of the binder, in which 
case the home man and team must be ered- 
ited double time for cutting. 

The extra hand that comes with the team 
will be engaged in shocking, and if the crop 
prove heavy some assistance from the home 
hand would be necessary to finish the job, 
as the latter must be credited with two days 
besides the team work. 

As the oats must stand for a time before 
they will be ready to haul the man and team 
have a leisure week during which they can 
find employment from some farmer in the 
vicinity who is behind in his work. 

Hauling and stacking the oats crop is now 
in order, and for the operation an exchange of 
work is akain necessary as far ae a hand 
alone is concerned. Oats in the sheaf are 
easily handled. The man and team will be em- 
ployed about four days, while paying back 
the exchange work will take up four days 
of the man's time besides. The rest of the 
month may be devoted to hauling out the 
manure which has accumulated during the 
summer and dumping it on the stubble to be 
plowed for corn the following spring. Dur- 
ing the four days available for this purpose 
thirty loads should be disposed of. This 
makes the labor credit for August eighteen 
days for man and team, seven for man alone.

September the Thrashing Month. 

During September little work will be re- 
quired of the team, so they may as well be 
turned out in the pasture and only taken up 
when needed, in which case the pastures 
should be credited $6. 

Thrashing always is the medium for an ex-

We must recognize that the steam engine 
seems to have reached its maximum efficiency, 
while the gas motor, on account of the way 
in which it utilizes heat, would appear to 
be susceptible of greater perfection. In the 
space of barely five years the applications 
of large gas motors on the European conti- 
nent have exceeded the impressive figure of 
250,000 horse power.

Gas Engines of High Power. 

Gas engines now are made of much higher 
power than formerly, running as high as 6,000 
horse power. These large motors, we are 
told, are more economical than steam en- 
gines. The recent improvements have con- 
sisted chiefly in making details more perfect 
and in the use of various gaseous substances, 
such as alcohol vapor, acetylene, the waste 
gases from iron furnaces, eta A rich lum 
nating gas is unfitted for use in a motor, and 
many devices are now in use for distilling 
gas from fuel of poor quality, or even from 
refuse, for industrial use. 

With regard to cost and safety, the various 
generators of power have nearly the same 
value. The poor gas motor, although in- 
herently inferior in certain respects, is never- 
theless satisfactory; an installation requires 
only a gas generator and a pipe system of 
low. pressure and low temperature, without 
auxiliary apparatus.

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The agent pocketed something over $100, 


entered the/office again, telling the men to 


be patient half an hour. They waited and 
waited, but the agent failed to come out. 
Finally one of them went up to the office to 
see the agent. It turned out that he had 
not even spoken about work and no help was 
needed. He simply came into the office and 
walked out through another door. 

“The recent panic,” said the editor of a 
foreign paper in Chicago, has been the 
greatest boon to many of these fake labor 
agents. Foreigners who were accustomed to 


; find work easily in this country got alarmed 


when factories and mills were beginning to 
cut their forces. Those that could went back 
to the old world. But a gréat many of those 
who were laid off did not have money enough 
to pay for their passage across the ocean. 
They remained here and sought work. The 
fake agents at once took advantage of the 
situation. Thousands of immigrants in Chi- 
cago have been swindled by these agents, 
Some of the men know that they have been 
swindled and say it. Others know but are 
ashamed to tell, while still others have been 
swindled out of a few dollars and don't know 
it. They think it has to be this way. 
Hundreds of men have been sent out to 
certain mining districts and towns by agents 
and had to walk batk to Chicago. One can 
hardly find an immigrant that has not at one 


‘time or another fallen a victim to these 
Many of them advertised that the 


agents. 
men wanting jobs should not come to thém, 
but merely should send them a dollar with 
their name and address and they would sup-

ANVASSING has grown to the dignity 
of a profession within the last few 
years.

The more staple lines, such as soaps and 
food producta, offer opportunities to build 
up an established trade that will yield alarge 
and permanent income from a small territory. 
It is in this field that the greatest possibilities 
for the canvasser lie, as he can quickly ascer- 
tain the needs of his customers and increase 
his business by adding mew articles to his 
line instead of working new territory.

Don't say 1 can’t talk enough to be an 
agent.“ Quality, not quantity, counts in talk 
as well as merchandise. The blatant, badg- 
ering type of agent who reels off a senseless 
rigmarole about having strictly the goods’ 
and informs the prospect that he is getting 
the correct dope on the deal occasionally 
may talk a man off his feet, figuratively 
epeaking, and sell him, but it would be safe 
to wager he never will get within speaking 
distance of the buyer again. .

Four pinning blankets wil ough 
make. For the flannel — — as * 
and fine flannel as can be afforded, and four 
are enough, and these should be worth while 
later on to shorten.

The seame of anything flannel can be 
finished in two ways: stitched on the wrong 
side, then the seam pressed open and each 
edge catch stitched down with 90 or 100 
thread. The other is called Dorothy 
seam. This is stitched on the right side, 
pressed open, and the seam covered by the 
white silk binding ribbon which all notion 
departments in the dry goods stores keep. 
This rijjbon is laid on flat, covering the seam, 
= each edge is catch stitched down with 

The petticoat around the bottom may be 
scalloped, and narrow torchon or valen- 
clennes edge fulled slightly around under 
the edge of the scallops, or the scalloped 
edge is attractive looking without further 
embellishment. A hem can de put in and 
catch stitched down and a simple scroll de- 
sign drawn with a pencil and worked with 
a fine single feather stitching. This is by no 
means slow work and is dainty and pretty. 

Either four or six white petticoats are wise 
to have, and these should be made—four of 
them of fine cambric and two of sheer lawn. 

Instead of putting these into a band, two 
good designs are shown, one similar to the 
filamnel petticoat and the other having the 
Waist part back and front laid in three box 
plaits, the inverted part coming on the right 
side. This style naturally makes the skirt 
fuller around the bottom. 

The cambric petticoats will look well fin- 
ished simply with a deep hem, hemmed by 
hand, of course, and the fine lawn ones can 
have ore row of valenciennes insertion set 
in rigut down the middle of the front, the 
tiniest possible edge whipped around the 
edges of the neck and armholes. Around the 
bottom roll a tiny edge and to this at the 
same time add one row of ingertion. 

Make a ruffie three or four inches deep, 
roll and whip the top edge to the insertion, 
and attach a narrow lace edge to the bot- 
tom. This makes a dressy, but still light, 
delicate looking garment, and is one of the 
prettiest ways of trimming these. About

Baby’s clothes should have as much hand 
work on as possible; the seams are best look- 
ing it felled, hems should be put on by hand, 
and wherever possible in making ruffies roll 
and whip the gathered edge.

A pretty wrapper pattern is shown and it 
is as simple as possible to make. Two and a 
half or three yards of. flannel twenty-seven 
inches wide will make !t, and it will be found 
to be a most useful garment: There are al- 
most an endless number of accessories, many 
of which are given to the prospective mother 
and many she may find the time to make. 

Instead of the knitted or crocheted sacques 
there is the one plece sacque, which is ex- 
quisitely pretty made in white, delicate pink 
or blue flannel or albatross;.if made of the 
latter it will add to it to line it with India 
silk. The edges should have tiny button- 
holed scallops and the sleeves are tied to- 
gether with ribbons. 

Another simple, dainty sacque is shown 
made of white silk, lined with albatross, a 
small flower is embroidered, the flowers 
scattered around the edge and not too heav- 
ly put on.

Clothes for Small Children. 


NE point should be borne in mind 
in making small children’s clothes, 
they should never be burdensome 
or in the way. They must allow 
freedom of action and, excepting 
possibly the best dresses, etc., 
should be made so they cannot 
easily catch in things or be injured, for it 
is a sure thing when children play the care 
of their clothes is of less than no importance 
to them. 

Gelatea, duck, and linen make good looking 
and sensible every day garments for boys, 
and the Russian blouse suit is exceedingly 
good looking and comfortable.

Into this slip a piece of 
white ollcloth and hold this in the lap when 
the baby is being bathed; the ollcloth pro- 
tects the mother’s lap and the flannel keeps 
the baby from getting chilled.

Many of the foremost scientists of Burope 
end America have been making exhaustive 
studies of infant mortality and with startling 
results. 

G. Newman in his brilliant work on infant 
mortality says: Though the general death 
rate is decreasing, infant mortality is not de- 
clining. During the last half century much 
human life has been saved through the mar- 
Yelous growth of science and of preventive 
medicine. 

„But infants stil die every year as much 
as they did in former times. Indeed, in many 
parts they die in greater numbers and more 
readily than in the past.” 

The greatest scientists and physicians are 
using their best talents to reduce infant mor- 
tality, for they know that a nation grows 
out of its children, and It ita children die in 
thousands in infancy it means that the source 
of a nation’s population is being sapped, and 
the conditions which kill su@h a large propor- 
tion injure many more. 

A study of the reigning houses of Europe 
ghows that, although most of them have 
large families, less than 1 per cent of the chil- 
Gren die in infancy. While in other social 
classes one in every six dies, before it is 1 
year old, most of the royal children reach 
manhood and womanhood.

Newborn's Chances Slight. 

Berger writes: Without doubt the first 
months, and especially the first weeks, of 
life, against which so many causes of disease 
and death conspire, will always yield a higher 
proportion of death than any other period 
excepting extreme old age. 

“An infant just born hag less chance of liv- 
ing a week than an octogenarian has of living 
@ year. 

“Immediately. after birth a child loses 
weighi and the loss is not retrieved until the 
tenth day, and the rate of growth is such 
that if the child weighed seven pounds at 
birth it would reach about nineteen pounds 
at the end of the first year. 

“This growth varies with the age and is 
not always accomplished atthesamerate. It 
is rapid at the beginning and becomes less 
and less as age advances.” 

A careful study of the mothers and infants 
born to the purple shows that there are many 
reasons why these children have a better 
chance to grow to manhood and wemanhood 
than have the children born to few comforts. 

Mothers are the same the world over, 
whether living in palaces or hovels, and that 
love they feel for the little ones they are 
to give to the world they like to express in 
the garments they make for them. 

This was beautifully ilbustrated with the 
coming of the infanta of Spain. While wait- 
ing for the event which might change the 
history of Spain, the queen kept busy prepar- 
ing clothes for the infant.

Cause of Mortality. 


The reasons for infant mortality among 
other classes are as evident as are the ex- 
planations why royal children have such a 
good chance of combating these diseases. 

Prof. D. J. Cunningham, president of the 
anthropometric committee of the British 
association, says: 

No matter how far sections of the people 
may deteriorate, owing to evil habits, pov- 
erty, insanity, or environment, the tendency 
of the race as a whole will always be to 
maintain the inherited mean.“ 

Nature, so to speak, goes back to a type 
and does not transmit inferior physical qual- 
ities acquired from evil environment, but 
only those that are present with the infant 
at the time of birth. It is thig that brings 
70 to 80 per cent of all the newborn infants 
up to a mean physical standard in spite of 
fl environment or poverty of a mother's 
physique. 

But prenatal ſufluences are not to be over- 
looked, for poverty, fatigue, and worry ot 
a mother effects the child. Likewise where 
a mother nurses an infant she ought to lead a 
regular life, and have the proper food and 
exercise. 

Poor milk is the most vital cause for infant 
mortality. As Dr. Pierre Budin says, the 
diluting of milk is sometimes thought bene- 
ficial because it decreases the excess of 
casein. 

But it also decreases the butter, sugar, and 
salts. Where the milk is poor a child must 
absorb a far greater amount. 

Goler says that most babies are made sick 
because “infected by the poisons and bac- 
teria of unclean stables. He worked out this 
theory in Rochester. In six years he reduced 
the death rate from 66 per cent for children 
under 5 years of age and 58 per cent for chil- 
dren under one year simply by supplying 
them with pure milk obtained from the ee 
which were haused in gai stables.” 

> 


Authorities Differ on Milk. 


Prof. Pierre Budin, a great authority, ad- 
vocates unsterilized milk. Drapler has ob- 
tained splendid results at his créche in 
France, using only sterilized milk. Dr. Colt 
would have only certified milk used. Ns 

His plan includes medical milk commissions 
in every state, so that what is known as 
certified milk may be produced. 

The dangers in tuberculous meat are as 
great as from the milk. Children fed on 
raw meat by the doctor’s orders are in many 
cases simply having tubercular bacilli fed to 
them. 

The crowding of families together, pro- 
viding there is the right kind of sanitary ar- 
rar.gement, has little to do with infant mor- 
tality. Dr. Newsholme, an English scientist, 
found that in good class model dwellings, 
though the density per acre was high, the 
infant mortality rate was low. 

Infant mortality is usually far less in 
agricultural districts than in mining and 
manufacturing towns, showing that fresh air 
and sunshine mean much to the growing 
child.“ he says. 

Excessive use of alcohol has an evil effect 
on the child, as well as with the mother. In 
Liverpool, taking 600 children of inebriate 
women, 55.8 per cent died under 2 years of 
age. 

Dr. Greenhows, after making an exhaus- 
tive study of infant mortality, concludes: 
“Infant mortality is in part due to the poor 
health of a mother, often caused by exces- 
sive fatigue and worry. This is mereased 
by poor food, especially bad milk. Then 
children are often left to the care of care- 
less and ignorant people, and they therefore 
suffer from insufficient exercise and improper 
clothes.“ 


Little Hints for 


The spring is the time the average amateur 
gardener makes his worst mistakes. Too 
often he buys seed which he does not handle 
properly, with the result that bare spots in 
the garden show where he expected beauti- 
ful blossome. The young plants that he ex- 
pected to flower are killed by the hot sun or 
choked under heavy or dry soll. 

The amateur who would rival the profes- 
sional florist in the radiance of his garden 
should make a start now by sowing seed of 
many kinds of showy annuals in boxes or pots 
to be kept indoors for awhile. The boxes 
should have holes for drainage in the bot- 
tom, but should not be so open as to keep 
the soil dry. . Ordinary garden soil may be 
used in the bottom, but at the top there should 
be a lighter soil, well mixed. 

The small seed should be sown on the sur- 
face, then fine soil spread over them and 
pressed down, but not so hard as to cause the 
soll to bake. Coarse seed can best be planted 
in little drills, or each seed pressed down 
into the soil and the whole covered with a 
thin layer of earth. 

The soll should be gently sprinkled with 
water immediately after the planting. Only 
the quantity of water which the soil can ab- 
sorb without becoming soggy should be 
given. The box should be watered subse- 
quently whenever the soll becomes dry a lit- 
tle below the surface. 

It is a good practice to gow the seed in 
rows, as this enables the soll to be stirred 
easily to prevent it baking. The box should 
be set by the window and given plenty of 
light, but at the same time shielded from hot 
sunlight. When the plants have grown toa 
fair size it will be warm enough outdoors

Flower Lovers. 


to set them out in the garden. 

Owing to the efforts of plant hybridizers, it 
has in the last few years become possible 
for any flower lover to have a rose garden 
which will be almost constantly in bloom, 
equaling in mass of bloom and constant color 
a bed of geraniums. 

To obtain satisfaction from such a rose 
garden a judicious selection of varieties 
grown and proper treatment of the plants is 
necessary. Many new varieties of recent in- 
troduction have increased the overbloom- 
ing class of roses which give most satisfac- 
tory results. 

The basis of successful rose cultivation is 
rich soll, well drained and thoroughly and 
deeply spaded, treated with manure or fer- 
tilizer. The soil hardly can be too rich, but 
the manure must be well decayed and thor- 
oughly mixed with the dirt. The plants must 
be set in the soll and not in the manure as 
sometimes is done. 

The plants should be set out to be most ef- 


‘fective in masses of from twenty to 100 


planted together, all of one kind in a bed. 
They should be set about eighteen inches 
apart, making about thirteen plants in a bed 
six feet in diameter and thirty-seven plants 
in a bed ten feet in diameter. The hybrid 
tea and polyantha roses should be planted 
in the spring in the north, and the hybrid 
perpetuais in either spring or fall. Each 
spring the plants should be pruned, the dead 
wood being cut out and the remaining shoots 
cut back four or six eyes. When planting 
cut back the shoots to two or three eyes. 

A liberal supply of water is needed every 
day for roses which are planted in a well 
drained bed.

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HE great beauty quest in Spain is 

over, and Blanco y Negro, the leading 

illustrated newspaper, has revealed the 

identity of the young woman about whom 

all the subjects of King Alfonso have been 

guessing for weeks. 

The most beautiful woman in Spain is Dona 

Petra Herce, who lives at 112 Mercado street, Logrono. In the 
extraordinary beauty quest inaugurated by Blanco y Negro, Dona 
Petra Herce merely was known as “ Logrono,” it being a condition 
of the quest that the photographs merely should bear a motto, while 
the name of the original should be kept in a sealed envelope until the 
final decision was made. 


When Blanco y Negro learned of the great international beauty 
quest, as a great modern newspaper eager for the honor of its own 
country, it accepted The Chicago Sunday Tribune’s sweeping world’s 
challenge on behalf of Miss Marguerite Frey of Denver, the acknowl- 
edged most beautiful woman in the United States.

With the ald of Dr. Dupont Prof. Dumas made many 
experiments. Their instrument was a charged current 
and two rheophores, to excite stimulation and muscu- 
lar contraction, and a camera to photograph the results. 
They made one of the rheophores of a piece of lead. 
20x10, covered it with a moist skin which was applied 
to the back of the subjects between the two shoulder 
blades. The other, a smaller instrument, was applied 
to the lobe of the ear, where it would excite the facial 
nerve. 

Some of the efforts were unsatisfactory because the 
patients lacked facial control and contracted the mus- 
cles before the instruments were applied. Then it was 
not easy to find the right stimvius—the contraction was 
sometimes so slight as not to be reproduced in the 
photograph. Again it was so strong the muscles con- 
tracted forcibly amd distorted the face.

From these experiments they concluded that a spon- 
taneous smile is the easiest reaction of the facial 
muscles caused by a moderate excitation. t is seen 
most readily in the muscles of the face because of their 
flexibility, but the reaction is general and appears more 
or less marked in ail the muscles.

Darwin in his study of laughter distinguishes three 
kinds of smiles—the smile, the short laugh, ‘and the 
amile of the idiot. Pidertt classes the emile among the 
weak forms of laughter, and Seltre defines it as “a 
laugh without a noise.”

Finds Three Kinds of Smiles. 


Dumas finds a great variety of smiles which he 
puts under three heads. The first is due to an exces- 
sive contraction of the facial muscles; it may be large- 
ly reflex, be stimulated by cold, joy, or an overwrought 
brain. 

The second is due to man's desire to reproduce 
artificially what nature does for him. It plays an im- 
portant role in modern conventional life. It is a smile 
of polite society and may be caused by contentment or 
a desire to hide one’s feelings. Then there is a third 
smile, made up largely of bitterness or good humor, 
intrigue, and disdain. It is complex and may be the 
smile of the comedian or the villain. 

Prof. Dumas says: “Smiling has become such a4 
commonplace expression that men and women hardly 
salute each other or pass a plate at table without smil- 
ing. A conscious smile accompanies nearly every social

Japanese Smile Is Most Peculiar. 

Lafcadio Hearn says a people who smile naturally 
cannot wear the expression of the Japanese. A Jap- 
anese can smile whenever he wants, even in the jaw 
of death. It is a law of etiquette elaborated and culti- 
vated for many centuries until it has become a silent 
language. They smile in the face of sorrow and suffer- 
ing, paradoxical as this seems. This smile says: “! 
do not wish you to suffer with me; I bear my sorrow, 
suffering, and trials alone.“ 

Prof. Dumas believes that psychologically a smile is 
subtle and complex. Oné of its simplest phases is seen 
when a child is made happy by a new toy; & more com- 
plex one is with the maniae or a villain. For the 
great laws of life biologically and psychically are 
the laws of excitation afid depression which manifest 
themselves in the acceleration and retardation of our 
organic and psychic functions. 

The cause may be physical or moral, such as a meal, 
a flower, good or bad news, joy and sorrow. Whether 
the stimulation be physical or mental, if it happens at 
frequent intervals it means an abnormal physical and 
mental condition.

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E is no more mysterious and im- 
portant person in a theatrical company 
than the understudy. The man or woman 
who one night may burst upon the public 
as a popular favorite in 4 popular part 
until that chance to go on comes re- 
mains among the silent and unheralded 

theatrical attachés of every long engage- 
ment. The @nderstudy is the least known or heard of 
member ofthe troupe, not excepting the property man, 
and is not mentioned on the program where the names 
of all the @@cutive staff of a company now find a place 
—even that of the wardrobe woman not being excepted. 
When the plan of having each person in the cast 
understudy the part above him prevails and the under- 
study is don under her own name and in her own 
character, Bef identity is lost and she becomes a mys- 
tery the ute she jumps out of this part and goes on 
in that of Somebody else. Where the understudy is en- 
gaged professionally, however, to play this role to the 
company and do nothing else for the season if the 
good luck o go on—that good luck which is the bad 
luck of son body else—is not forthcoming, the po- 
sition of the understudy is not far removed from that 
of the cloifter.

Ready to Co On at a Moments Notice. 

As understudy of the three principal women in the 
company Miss Belwin has to have costumes and make- 
up ready to play any one of these parts on any even- 
ing at a moment's notice. But even when ready for 
the signal, might after night passes and Miss Olive 
Wyndham and the other members of the cast are hope- 
lessly well, and Miss Belwin still is submerged, save 
for the regular work at Friday rehearsals, where each 
part is consistently gone through. 

Once Miss Belwin had the chance of appearing with 
Mrs. Campbell as the maid in “Hedda Gabler,” but 
even here she had to report each evening to her own 
company before taking part. Her other “one chance” 
of the season was in the Anti-Cruelty benefit, where 
she also appeared as the maid, a small part, with Mr. 
Hodge. 

The man understudy for this company is even more 
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important, although an vwhusual condition is met fn this 
play. Mr. Hodge cannot be understudied. Hodge is 
considered so entirely the great and important thing 
in “The Man From Home that it is thought useless 
to try to provide an understudy for him, and if the 
hero became ill The Man From Home would shut up 
shop. 2 

Nevertheless, the understudy for the other male 
characters of the cast must be able to carry several 
roles.

McGillan Has Played Six Nights. 


Bugene McGillan, who used to be leading man at the 
College theater, and who was manager at the Bush Tem- 
ple for a couple of years, has this place, and he car- 
ried the part of the Grand Duke for five days between 
the time when Mr. Plympton left and Mr. Jewett went 
on for the part. He also played Almeric, the English- 
man, one night and the brother, Horace, another night 
for Mr. Short. Mr. McGillan not only rehearses all 
parts once a week, Sut he has to be ready for inspec- 
tion occasionally by the stage manager in his full make- 
up. Where a full and expensive set of costumes have 
to be carried as they do in this position it commands 
as much salary as any of the principal actors in the cast. 

Mr. McGillan is built on similar lines to William 
Hodge and has the same cast of face. Although he 
does mOt professionally understudy the character, he has 
made a close study of it and may de picked for the 
part when a second company is put on the road The 
versatility of Mr. McGillan is shown in his interpre- 
tation of the parts. 

“As a usual thing,” he says, “I watch a character 
through two or three performances. But the Grand 
Duke as played by Mr. Plympton was so unique that I 
teok an entirely different course. I watched it a couple 
of months and tried to get the same method, especially 
in the peculiar gestures used by Plympton in the few 
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places where he uses them at all. He does not use the 
entire arm, as is more the custom of the actors of today, 
and the perfect finish of the part impressed me with 
this part of the work in particular. I tried to play it 
as near the original Grand Duke as possible, where, on 
the other hand, I left the more usual gestures in the 
other parts. From this course there was the advantage 
of not having my own individuality repeated in the 
parts, and from the makeup it would be quite possible 
to disguise it completely.”

Dream of the Chorus Cirl. 

The chorus girl is made after a pattern. The pat- 
ternmaker is an artist to whom the authors, the pro- 
ducer and the owner of a musical show trust their for- 
tunes. The authors explain the plot of the show to the 
artist and acquaint him with the locale of its setting 
and the personne! of its characters. Then they read 
their verses and have their music played, and finally 
beseech him to manufacture a dream of a chorus girl 
for them, for unless his pattern is good they know their 
efforts face failure. 

Then the producer has his inning with the artist. 
The producer is the man who teaches the young woman 
who is to fit into the artist’s pattern her dances and her 
songs. The producer has some schemes for striking fea- 
ture specialties and picturesque ensembles. To get 
these he wants the chorus girl gowned:this way or that.

Few Patternmakers for Chorus Girls. 

The producer is followed by the owner, whose money 
he is going to earn. There are so few competent artists 
of this kind available in the United States today that 
the man who is investing money in a musical produc- 
tion pays a high tariff for the services ot ‘the chorus 
girl patterumaker. From the owner of the Piece the 
artist learns how much money is to be Spent on cos- 
tumes, for guidance in picking his materials. An artist 
oftentimes is drawing chorus girl patterns for several 
owners or managers at one time, and the parting in- 
junction of the nervous business man as he leaves the 
artist's studio generally is, Now hurry them along and 
Tn send you a check each day I get one.”

There are city people to whom a flower 
on a corner stand is worth a dozen that 
grow in inaccessible places that are 
reached only at the cost of dampness and 
fatigue, and such is the ardor for modern 
conveniences that some city poets are will- 
ing to get their floral inspiration from 
transported blossoms. To these and to 
those who are eager but unable to go 
flower seeking, the city, with its great hor- 
tienItural opportunities, instead of being a 
barren desert is a primrose path of pleas- 
ure. 

Most of the flower shows that are held 
in town are devoted to the exhibition of 
hothouse flowers, and it would be well if, 
in addition to these, there would be held 
an annual exhibit of garden flowers that 
would afford opportunities and incentive 
to many an amateur gardener who has 
long enjoyed local distinction for some 
horticultural specialty. 


THE ALDRICH III. 

The senate has spent three months over 
the Aldrich bill and has elaborated a 
measure which is a decided improvement 
on the original bill both as to what has 
been left out and what has been put in, 
One of the latest requirements is that 
banks outside of reserve or central reserve 
cities shall hold in their vaults a larger 
percentage of their reserves than is de- 
manded by the existing law. This may 
not be grateful to the banks in question, 
although allowed to keep not more tha» 
one-third of the 15 per cent reserve 
against deposit liabilities in the securi- 
ties specified in the bill, but it will work 
for their own good and that of the com- 
munities they serve. It will not be pos- 
sible for büks at interior points to send 
so much money to New York City during 
the spring and summer months, but it 
will free them from the difficulties which 
they have occasionally encountered when 
they wished to get their money back for 
use at home. The flow of currency 10 
New York to be borrowed by Wall street 
speculators will be checked. 

It will not take the house, with its 
more expeditious methods, three months 
to settle the fate of the Aldrich bill. 
There is no certainty as to what it will 
do, but if, as has been intimated, th. 
speaker and some other republican lead - 
ers in the house are for it the chances 
are that it will get through in some form. 
It will be much more likely to get 
through, and it will become a more useful 


and popular measure, if it shall be amend- 


ed so as to make high grade commercial 
paper as well as the bonds specified in 
che bill the basis of an emergency circu- 
lation. 

No attempt to amend the bill in this 
particular was made in the senate, and it 
is not certain how the senators who voted 
for the bil] stand. But if the house were 
to send. them back their measure thus 
modified they would probably accept the 
modification rather than defeat all finan- 
cial... legislation. The house ought to 
amend the bijl in the way suggested and 
send it back to the senate in good season.

His eagle eye looks right through it and 
there are the predatory villains, scratch- 
ing with all thelr might and main, dis- 
covered in their tricks and caught with 
the goods upon them. There need be no 
fear that Mr. Bryan will be lured into any 
false confidence or that he will be induced 
to sit down in the dust, sprinkle it com- 
fortably over his feathers, and blink at the 


‘gun all heedless of the workings of the 


enemies of his flock.

THE PRICE OF MEAT. 
The advance in the price of meat is 
temporary. It appears to be the natural 
outcome of market conditions. The ex- 


planation of the situation as given by the 
packers seems reasonable. High prices 
of corn and the sudden stringency in 
financial circles last fall led many farm. 
ers to market their stock ahead of the 
usual time. Instead of feeding cattle 
through the winter up to April or May 
they ‘sent them to market in January. 

That month saw the Chicago stock- 
yards’ record for the receipt of live steck 
broken. There was a slight diminution in 
the retail prices of meats. The consump- 
tion was increased. The present condi- 
tion is the natural reaction, as the usual 
spring supply of cattle is shorter because 
of the earlier sales already mentioned. 

There is little reason to doubt that an 
examination of the cold storage war. 
houses would show that the packers have 
not forgotten the old fable of the ant. 
They were wise enough, in all probability, 
to lay aside a good sized portion of the 
— surplus in anticipation of the later 

ing shortage, which experience taught 
them was certain to follow. The net re- 
sults of the sales at advanced prices 
ought to be satisfactory to them. 

They should not abuse the opportunity, 
but be more solicitous about the steady- 
ing of prices than making an excessive 
profit.

A peculiar . of the situation is 
the reshipment from London of 2,000,000 
pounds of American canned meat. Be- 
eause of the shortage in the supply the 
London dealers are able to pay the 
freight charges across the Atlantic twice 
and still sell their canned goods at prices 
6 per cent higher than they can secure in 
the English capital, 

The conditions in the meat industry fur- 
nish another illustration of the smallness 
of the world in the present day. They 
show, too, how an apparently little thing 
may upset prices and affect business in 
two hemispheres. It would be interesting 
to know just how far the radiations from 
the financial disturbance of last fall will 
go. In some departments of activity re- 
covery will come much more quickly than 
in others. In some disarrangements will 
be noted for a longer time. 

There is no reason for thinking that an 
increase in. price of meat, whether en- 
tirely natural or partly artificial, will be 
permanent. There will be no need for 
the importation of cattle from Argentina 
or Australia to supply the American de- 
mand. The irregularity in the conditions 
will soon disappear and the normal situ- 
ation will return. There are plenty of 
cattle on the farms and ranches to meet 
the needs of the market. 


NO VIADUCT. 

Tue Trisune had supposed that the 
last had been heard of the visionary and 
fantastic project of an up in the air boule- 
vard connection of the north and south side 
park systems. Judging from the statements 
made in a letter from a Michigan avenue 
property @wner printed in Saturday's 
paper the originators of that mad scheme 
and its few admirers still venture to in- 
sist that it As the only plan which de- 
serves consideration. Their distorted 
vision can see beautg and utility in their 
viaduct. It may be made imposing or at- 
tractive in a fanciful sketch on drawing 
paper. If built, it would be a shambling, 
obtrusive thing. 

It appears that the last wild idea of 
the advocates of an aerial boulevard is 
that the west line of their proposed via- 
duct shall come up to the curb line on the 
east side of Michigan avenue. Manffestly, 
as the correspondent of Tue TRIBUNE 
says, this would depreciate the value of 
the property ou the west side of the ave- 
nue north of Randolph street. Those 
buildings, limited to an outlook on a blank 
wall and a viaduct, inevitably would lose 
in rental value, whereas if the avenue 
were made a boulevard, as this paper has 
steadily contended, the value of the prop- 
erty on both sides of the street would be 
greatly enhanced. The northern end of 
the avenue would become an attractive 
and popular street for shopping purposes. 

There would be only a few who would 
walk, or drive their horses, or run their 
autos across the viaduct even in pleasant 
weather, if there were one. Viaducts are 
unpopular in Chicago and deservedly so. 
Instead of building new ones the city Is 
tearing down old ones. The men who 
wish to afflict Chicago with one about half 
a mile long are behind the times. They 
say they wish to make this “the city 


it a menstrosity as well as an incon- 
venience. 

It is well understood that the municipal! 
administration, having a good idea of the 
fitness of things, is unalterably opposed to 
the viaduct folly. It can put an effectual 
quietus on the sham esthetes and beauti- 
fiers who favor it by going ahead with 
the plan for making Michigan avenue, 
widened north of Randolph, the conpect- 
ing link. That is the only rational way 
of bringing about a greatly needed public 
improvement. 


AS TO A NEW COUNTY. 0 

The Energetic and Enterprising Busi- 
ness Men’s association of Chicago Heights 
has a project for the creation’ of a new 
county. It is proposed to take certain 
towns from Cook and certain towns from 
Will and by combining form a county, 
with 50,000 population, and the village of 
Chicago Heights as a county seat. 

According to the proponents of this plan 
the residents of the territory under con- 
sideration are greatly inconvenienced by 
the necessity of transacting their public 
business respectively in far away Chicago 
and in far away Joliet, and furthermore, 
at least in the case of the people of the 
Cook county towns, are conscious, and 
unhappy under the consciousness, of be- 
ing overshadowed by the preponderant 
power and influence of Chicago. 

It would be invidious to question the 
entire disinterestedness of the Chicago 
Heights point of view or to suspect its 
report of the feelings of the people of 
Cook and Will counties. But it may be 
helpful to suggest to friends of the project 
that before all the details are complete 
the constitution’s provisions touching the 
formation of new counties be read. After 
all, as long as we have such a document 
it is well for us all occasionally to remind 
ourselves of it and even to tonsult it. 

The townships which it is proposed to 
make a county of are nine and total 324 
square miles. There is in addition the 
irregular territory running up to the drain- 
age canal. A reference to the constitution 
will disclose the necessity of making that 


or more than two 
Article X., Sec. 1, is as fol- 


No new county shall be formed or established 
by the general arsembly which will reduce the 
county or counties. or either of them, from which 
it shall be taken, to less contents than 400 square 
mites; nor shall any county be formed of less 
contents; nor ehall any line thereof pass within 
less than ten miles of eny county seat of the 
county or counties proposed to be divided 


So the new county will have to contain 
more territory than seems to have been 
included in the plan—and a still more seri- 
ous difficulty. confronts its friends. The 
last clause of the foregoing section is 
called to the attention of the Chicago 
Heights association, to wit: Nor shall 
any line there of pass within less than 
ten miles of any county seat of the county 
or counties. to be divided.” 

Chicago is the county seat of Cook 
county. The north line of the proposed 
new county is not only “ within less than 
ten miles” of Chicago, it is in fact the 
south boundary of Chicago. There is no 
margin at all.

bers of the oldest families of the Spanish 
patriciate, are far from being merely hon- 
orary. 


When on duty shew wear a black robe, 
reaching almost to the ground, surmounted 
by @ peaked hood of the same material, the 
features being wholly concealed by a black 
cloth, In which two holes are cut for the 
eyes. Twenty-four hours before the execu- 
tion the condemned prisoner is brought Into 
what is known as the capilla—that is to say, 
a room or cell, which, draped entirely in 
black, is arranged as a chapel, with am altar, 
crucifix, and lighted candles. 

As soon as he crosses its threshold the 
black robed, black masked. brethren of this 
society take charge of him. It is there that 
the sentence of death is read to him, that the 
executioner comes, first of all to measure 
the length of his spine and the size of his 
neck, so that there may be no mistake about 
its fitting the garotte, and then, later on, to 
kneel down before him and to crave his 
pardon for being the instrument of his justly 
merited death immediately before the man 
is led out to the scaffold.

The members of the fraternity read to the 
prisoner, they pray with him, they write 
letters for him to his family and relatives, 
they take charge of the conveyance of his 
last messages, and of the fulfilment of his 
last wishes, while a dozen of them, arrayed 
in the garb which I have described above, 
and which wholly conceals their identity, 
make house to house visits In various por- 
tions of the city, begging for alms for the 
prisoner who is about to die. Their appeals 
are seldom spurned. 

They invariably manage to collect quite a 
large sum of money, which is turned over in 
full to the unfortunate criminal. The latter 
usually, in deference to the recommendations 
of the brothers, assigns a portion of it to the 
payment of masses for the repose of his 
soul, while the remainder is turned over, 
sometimes to his family and sometimes, too, 
if he wishes it, to the family of his victim. 

The brethren remain with him throughout 
the night, and, in spite of their uncanny 
appearance, their kindly talk and sympathy 
serve in a measure to counteract the terribly 
depressing effect created by the presence of 
the priests; who relay one another at the 
altar throughout the entire time in reciting 
masses or the prayers for the dying. After 
making his confession and receiving the last 
sacrametits, the man is furnished with any- 
thing that he wants in the way of food and 
drink, and then the brothers—that is to say, 
these grandees of Spain, men ae I have men- 
tloned above, of the loftiest rank, accom- 
pany him to the scaffold, support his falter- 
ing steps, and, mounting the scaffold, re- 
main with him in the role of friend and 
counselor until the executioner, standing be- 
hind his victim, turns the crank of the 
garotte, which in one second crushes the 
vertebra at the neck, causing instant death. 
After that the brethren assume charge of 
the burial of the remains. 

— 

There are several fraternities modeled on 
that of the Spanish Hermandad de la Paz y 
Caridad, in three or four of the Italian cities, 
all of them of Spanish origin. But, inasmuch 
as capital punishment doés not exist in Italy, 
they are never called upon to fulfill any such 
duties as those which fall to the lot of the 
young duke of Alba and of his fellow 
grandees. “The Grandezza has often been 
made the subject of abuse, both In the penin- 
sula and abroad. 

But, aside from its traditions of chivalry 
and of honor, which, in conjunction with its 
pride, constitutes a powerful incentive to 
keep escutcheons. free from stain, this 
strange and unique work of caring for pris- 
oners under sentence of death, and of edoth- 
ing their last moments, redounds to the 
credit of its members who belong to the fra- 
ternity, showing as it does, a human sym- 
pathy for the suffering of their fellow creat- 
ures,

Although there are fifteen judicial districts 
in Spain, and each according. to law should 
have an executioner of its own, yet there are 
but twelve official executioners all told, the 
one at Madrid receiving a slightly higher 
salary than the others, the average pay being 
$.000 pesetas a year and fees. The other day, 
when the post of executioner at Madrid be- 
came vacant through the death of Fras- 
quito Castellanos, there were no less than 
285 candidates for the vacancy, among the 
applicants being eighteen physicians, a 
lawyer, a chemist, eleven fully graduated 
engineers, a number of retired noncommis- 
sioned officers, etc. The place was finally 
awarded to Fernandez Carrasco, a former 
chef, who was able to bring political influ- 
ence to bear.

The duke of Alba's grand-aunt, by the 
wav. the Empress Eugénie. in spite of her ad- 
vanced age—she is considerably over 80 
years old—is traveling about in Ceylon, vis- 
iting all the points of interest and displaying 
the keenest interest and enjoyment in every- 
th'rng.

It is well to note that in royal and official 
circles, and in society, in England and at the 
foreign courts, she is never spoken of as 
‘‘ex-empress,’’ but always as ber imperial 
majesty the Empress Eugénie.” This is a 
compliment which is atways accorded to de- 
throned soveréigns and does not imply any 
recognition by those paying this courtesy 
of the dynastic pretensions of the person so 
addressed. Thus, old Archduke Ferdinand 
Salvator, who died last fall at Salzburg, was 
styled officially to the end of his days 
“grand duke of Tuscany,“ although he had 
lost his Tuscan throne nearly half a century 
previously, and his dominions had ever since 
that time been incorporated in the kingdom 
of Italy. It was the same with the late king 
of Naples, and as it is from an official point 
of view quite wrong to describe his widow 
as the ex- queen of Naples, she is still 
entitled to be known as queen of Naples.“ 


One of the oddest questions in this con- 
nection was that which arose when James 
II. of England died at Versailles in 1701. In 
those days the kings of England included 
among their titles that of king of France, 
a title which indeed was retained until the 
réign of George IV. Louis XIV. of France, 
the chivalrous host of the exiled king of Eng- 
land, gave orders that the latter's son 
should be proclaimed as his father’s suc- 
cessor and should be known from thence- 
forth by his father’s titles. It was there- 
upon pointed out to Louis that it was impoli- 
tic to proclaim upon French soll an English 


as king of France. 

Louis, however, snapped his fingers and 
declared that it could never be impolitic to 
be a gentleman,” and, carrying the majority 
of kis council with him, proclaimed the then 
12 year old pretender, the son of the royal 
English exile who had been his honored 
guest, as not only king of England, Scotland, 
and Ireland, but also as king of France.

or to what was called the pursuit of 
higher life. 

The mark of a saint then was hia separe- 
tion from this world and his absorption in 
another; his disdain for the real, the wer 
tical, the everyday and commonplace, and 
his devotion to the ideal, imaginary, 
and other worldly. The church proposed to 
effect the salvation of the world by separat- 
ing itself from the world. 

For a long time this conception prevailed. 
Theologica! seminaries set themselves off In 
quiet retreats, the ideal church meetings 
were those where the noise of this busy 
world could not penetrate; the desirable re- 
ligious life was that of the recluse. One was 
scarcely likely to look for saintliness or piety 
in the market or on the street. 

We still too readily charge our moral short- 
comings and our personal imperfections to 


ness and daily affairs. It is so easy to think 
of how good we could be were we but where 
the wicked cease from troubling, where there 
would be nothing to provoke us to wrath or 
lure us to selfishfiess. 

Yet what is the use of a religion that fs 
not for daily use? What is its value if it 
cannot make us strong for this daily fight 
and through this strife of living? This world 
in which we now are and no other is for us 
now the workshop of character. With what 
other worlds may be and do we only remotely 
are concerned. The present needs a present 
piety, a present power in religion. 

If we make up our minds that this present 
social order is doomed; if we gloomily talk 
of this world as the object of omnipotent 
wrath, how foolish are all our efforts for its 
betterment, how hypocritical all our talk 
about its salvation. Is there any miore sure 
way of making this world wholly bad than 
steadily to assert that it is so and to con- 
stantly withdraw from it every power for 
goodness? 

Just what do men mean by those phrases 
setting the world and the church in opposi- 
tion? Do they mean, by the world. the daily 
interests and activities of men, our politics, 
schools, workshops, markets, literature, all 
that makes our civilization? If they do, then 
they simply are setting their faces against 
the facts of life and fighting the forces that 
are working out our redemption. 

The spirit of this age, after all, is the up- 
ward spirit; it moves to better things. This 
passion for progress, though often it may ex- 
press itself in brutal and selfish forms, is but 
the working out of a fundamental religious 
spirit, the attempt to realize life in the light 
of one's highest ideals. 

The truth is this world always is more re- 
ligious than is the church that separates it- 
self from the world. For inspiration and 
uplift we may need to separate ourselves 
from the day's stir and strife, but for that 
expression of the religious life, witnout 
which the fires die down within, we must 
have the opportunities of daily living and cf 
human service. 

As men move up into higher reaches of 
life, as each ideal becomes the real, other 
and higher ideals are discerned, all life moves 
into fuller religious being, the world mes 
more religious. This whole fabric of our 
social order is today shot through and 
through with the spirit of the greatest of 
the religious teachers of any age. 

The world is caring for the meedy, fee4- 
ing the hungry, teaching the benighted, mak- 
ing the best things the common possession, 
leading all its children into larger powers 
and opportunities, insisting on rights and 
duties because the leaven of the eternal love 
and the eternal Ment is working through the 
whole lump. 

The infinite is on our streets as well as be- 
yond the stars. If you cannot find religion in 
the counting house you will not find it in 
the closet; if you cannot express It in the shop 
you are wasting’ your breath in the prayer 
meeting. But believe the best and serve for 
the best in this world@and a better, brighter 
ag than we have yet dreamed shall come 
to be.

ITHOUT entering into the much 

debated question as to whether 

there is any actual foundation for 

the stories current to the effect that 

Prince Louis of Italy, duke of the 

“Abruzzi, contemplates marriage with the 

daughter of President Harrison's secretary 

of war, it may be of timely interest to point 

out that there is none of the great reign- 

ing families of Europe that has contracted 

£0 many matrimonial alliances outside of 

the. royal caste as the ancient and historic 
line of Savoy. 

These alliances, dictated by the heart 
rather than by reason and based upon af- 
fection rather than political considerations, 
have not in any way diminished the luster of 
the royal dynasty founded by Humbert of 
the White Hand, nor have they impaired its 
standing and prestige either with other sov- 
ereign houses or with the people, while they 
have contributed to endow it with no small 
measure of romance. 

But whenever the princes and princesses of 
Savoy have taken to themselves consorts of 
nonroyal birth and origin they have always 
chosen them among their own countrymen 
and countrywomen, and were any marriage 
to take place between the duke of the 
Abruzzi and Miss Katherine.Elkins the 
match would be without precedent in the 
annals of his family. — 

—— — 

One day, when King Victor Amadeus was 
about 64 years of age, he suddenly surprised 
his son and heir with the information that he 
had that morning married the countess of 
St. Sebastian; and three months later, great- 
ly to that ambitious lady's disgust, he sur- 
rendered his throne to his son and with- 
drew from Turin across the Alps to Cham- 
bery, in Savoy, in order to be able to devote 
himself entirely to his handsome wife, wito 
had still retained her title of countess, but 
who had firmly relied upon eventually be- 
ing advanced to the dignity of queen con- 
sort. 

No sooner were they settled at Chambery 
than she began to maneuver and plot with the 
object of inducing her husband to return to 
Turin and resume possession of his throne. 
As the climate of Chambery proved injurious 
to his health, she at length succeeded, and 
without giving any warning of his intentions 
he arrived with her in his former capital and 
publicly proclaimed that he had come back 
tw take up once more the reins of govern- 
ment over his people. His son, Charles Em- 
mantel III., whom he had been accustomed 
to regard as little short of an imbecile and 
as a creature utterly devoid of any character 
or importance, showed, however, that though 
a hunchback and i favored he had plenty 
of determination and moreover that he had 
no intention whatsoever of restoring the 
throne to his father. 

For he caused the latter do be seized by 
night, with the céuntess of St. Sebastian, and 
imprisoned, the e#-king in the castle of Mon- 
calierl, where he died a few months later.

The story of Victor Amadeus II. and of the 
opntess of St. Sebastian has furnished the 
theme of many a novel and of numerous 
@ramas, in some of which he has been por- 
trayed as the Italian King Lear, while a 
most witty account of the lady, written by 
the Marquis Costa de Beauregard, may be 
found in one of the recent issues of the Paris 
Revue des Deux Mondec. 

Despite the numerous pregeny of the 


“ hunehback king, Charles Emmanuel III., the 


elder line of the house of Savoy became ex- 
tinct with the death without issue of King 
Charles Felix in 1831, and the thrones of Sar- 
‘dinia, of Piedmont, and of Savoy thereupon 
passed to his kinsman, Charles Albert of the 
junior or Carignan branch of the family—that 
is to say, to the grandson of Prince Victor 
Amadeus of Savoy Carignan. This Victor 
Amadeus had some eight brothers and sis- 
ters. 

One of the sisters, Princess Gabrielle of Sa- 
voy, became the consort of Prince Ferdinand 
Lobkowitz, whose family then exercised 
petty sovereignty in Germany, but which has, 
since the congress of Vienna, in the second 
decade .of the last century, formed part of 
the mediatized nobility of Europe. Of the 
brothers the most notable was Prince Eu- 
gene of Savoy Carignan, who married.a wom- 
an belonging to the petty nobility of Savoy, 
Mile. Elizabeth Magon de Boisgarin. She 
was not permitted to share her husband's 
royal atatus or dignity, and the son which 
she bore him, Joseph by name, was known 
as the chevalier of Savoy. 

— 


After greatly distinguishing himself as a 
French general, he married Pauline de Vau- 
guyon, daughter of the duc de la Vauguyon, 
a French peer. By this union he had three 
children—namely: two girls and a son—who, 
on the accession to the throne of their cousin, 
Charles Albert, chief of the Carignan line, 
were invested with the titles of prince and 
princesses of Savoy Carignan, and with the 
predicate of royal highness,”’ Prince Eu- 
gene, the son, being at the same time rec- 
ognized as in the line of succession to the 
throne. 

Of the three children Princess Gabrielle de 
Sayoy Carignan married Don Camillo, prince 
of Massimo, father of the present Prince 
Massimo, who is postmaster general to the 
papacy and the leader of the so-called black 
aristocracy at Rome. Princess Philiberte 
contracted an alliance with Prince Leopold 
of Beurbon and of the Two Sicilies, brother 
of King Ferdinand II. of Naples, while Prince 
Eugene Savoy Carignan died as ranking 
admiral of the Italian navy in 1888, leaving 
a large family by a morganatic marriage 
which he had contracted with a Piedmontest 
actress of the name of Felicite Crosis, upon 
whom the late King Victor Emmanuel con- 
ferred the title of countess of Villafranca 
Boissons, her name and title being borne by 
the seven children of this union. 


= 


One of the most romantic marriages con- 
tracted by the princes and princesses of the 
Carignan branch of the house of Savoy 
was that of the widowed Princess Marie 
Christine, mother of King Charles Albert of 
Sardinia, grandmother of the late King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel and great-great-grandmother 
of the present ruler of Italy. After losing 
her first husband she spent much of her 
time in Paris, and was one of the most 
brilliant figures at the court of the first 
Nu poleon. Present at the great ball given 
in 1810 by Prince Schwarzenberg at the 
Austrian embassy, in Paris, in honor of 
the marriage of Napoleon to Archduchess 
Marie Louise, she almost lost her life in 
the terrible fire which brought that enter- 
tainment to so tragic a close, marring the 
entire wedding festivities. 

It may be rememberéd that the Austrian 
Ambassadress, Princess Schwarzenberg, and 
a number of ether well known people per- 
ished in the fames: Princess Marie Christine 
of Savoy Carignan had fallen in a faint and 
been forgotten in one of the rooms of the 
upper floor, when she was rescued by the 
then Count Montleart, a young and handsome 
Sardinian nobleman, who carried her out of 
the burning building to safety. 

Her gratitude was so great that she mar- 
ried him, obtaining for him from the court 
of Turin the Sardinian title of prince. and 
ther. later on, when her daughter by her 
first marriage married Archduke Rainier, 
she likewise persuaded Emperor Ferdinand 
to give him the same rank in Austria.

But in order to be effective humor should be the ex- 
nden Of a conviction; it ought to reflect the world conception of a 
tinker; it must be backed by moral purpose. 

Humor comes to us as a liberator. When we meet with reverses

Our laughter proves that humor has 
entered into oyr soul, and humor comes only to the man who can rise 
above himself. Humor is the reward of a philosophical attitude in 
life. Yea, we might say it is the triumph of a moral victory we 
have won. 

In my childhood 1 once met a carpenter who did odd jobs around 
the house. He was humor incarnate, for he seemed to be able to 
elicit smiles wherever he went. His eye beamed with mirth and he 
saw quickly the funny side of everything. People said of him: 
“How happy he is! He must never have seen misfortune.” But 
when the question was put to him he grew serious and answered: “I 
wish it were so, but I would better forbear to tell the tale of my sor- 
rows.” This incident made a deep impression on me, for it proved 
that his gayety merely reflected the ills of adversity. 

It is not necessary that the background of humor always should 
be misfortune or sad experiences, but it seems to me that it always 
will be a recognition of the serious aspect of life, 

A friend of mine, a university professor and a man of high 

standing, finds more in Wilhelm Busch’s works 
than idle jokes or droll pleasantries. As good 
Christians fall back on the bible, he quotes 
pertinent lines from Busch in all the diverse 
situations of life, finding in them consolation, 
or advice, or helpful suggestions, as the case 
may be, and I was surprised to note how well 
my friend's plan worked.

Takes Two to Mend a Quarrel. 


HEN perplexed lovers, man or woman, ask 
which of the two, in case of a quarrel, ought 
to make the first advance towards reconcilia- 
tion, the correct answer is “ Both.” Usually, 
though not always, both are to blame, and al- 
ways, unless both desire to make up,” all 
efforts of one in that direction are useless. 
The two must be moved by a common impulse 
and meet each other halfway, as, if they be 
true lovers, they surely will. 

Of course, in strict equity, the one who is 
in the wrong should confess and plead for 
forgiveness. But it often happens that the 
offender is unconscious of offense committed, 
excepting from the storm charged condition of 

the atmosphere, and is wholly innocent of offense intended, 

Sir Walter Scott says that “in lovers’ quarrels the one who loves 
most Is always most willing to acknowledge the greater fault.” How- 
ever, the conventions of society render it much easier for the man 
than for the woman to extend the olive branch. It is his prerogative 
to woo, and the woman, from her youth up, is taught that she lessens 
her value in the eyes of her lover when she is over and above meek 
and submissive. It is not only masculine, it is essentially human na- 
ture, to prize a thing in direct degree to the difficulty with which it is 
attained. 

A witty French author once divided women into two classes, cats 
and dogs, It is the cat woman who is best liked of men; the pretty, 
playful creature who loves to be petted, who can frolic when she 
wishes, but who can and does scratch when she is ungently handled. 
The poor, faithful “dog soul” has a touch of the craven about it 
which does not attract the masculine fancy. Man feels a sincere re- 
spect for what the English call “ pluck,” and admire an antagonist 
who can hold her own. The independent woman who lets him clearly 
understand that she can do without him usually possesses a much 
greater fascination for him than does she who shows him that his 
affection absolutely is necessary to her happiness,

Russian actresses exert a most powerful 
influence in their own country, and in no 


other land are they such idols of the people. 


The personal popularity of sucn players as 
Mme. Olga Knipper, Mme. Nazimova, Mme. 
Lilina, and Mme. Andreyvoa is not paralleled 
even in Volatile France. 

As an instance of the influence exerted by 
actresses in St. Petersburg is the successful 
breaking of the great postal strike in that 
city. 

When the trouble was at its height Mme. 
Labunskaya of the imperial opera and Mme. 
Mironova of Suvorini’s theater drove about 
in handsome eleighs, delivering letters and 
packages, and their great popularity set- 
tled the vexed question. ; 

— 


Mme. Nazimova, who is soon to be at the 
Garrick theater, made a great stir in St. 
Petersburg, and even drew the attention of 
the authorities in her direction, with the re- 
sult that she left her native land and came 
to America. This was because she appeared 
in the vividly realistic dramas of the day, 
which are all strong preachments on liberty. 

Mme. Vera Komisarzhesvsky, who is play- 
ing in this country now, created such a dem- 
onstration of approval in Gorky’s Cot- 
tagers that the authorities prohibited any 
further presentation of the play. 

Mme. Olga Knipper, who is in the front 
rank of Russian actresses, is the ido! of St. 
Petersburg, and is not only a favorite with 
the masses but with the nobility. She is 
similar to Nagimova in method and strives 
for the illusions of reality rather than reality 
itself, and the closest, tensest, and most 
faithful translation of life rather life itself. 

American critics have noted the splendid 
finish of the acting of the Russian players, 
and the secret of this polish and elegance 
is attributed to the exacting schooling the 
players must undergo before they appear in 
any play. Some players have been known to 
work three months on one part, and 100 re- 
hearsals for a play are not uncommon.

Working up a play in the same manner as 
an architect lays out plans for a big bunding. 
thoroughly systematizing every detail, and 
finally reducing the whole to a plain and mat- 
ter of fact business proposition—this is the 
way in which the up to date musical comedy 
is made, according to Will Hough and Frank 
Adams, who have written the“ Land of 
Nod.“ The Time, the Plare, and the Girl,”’ 
and other rollicking song successes. And 
the two young playwrights have put their 
system, or systems, into such good effect that 
in one year they produced four plays. 


— 

A critic recently described a musical com- 
edy as some foolish music, a bit of old non- 
sense, and a bunch of pretty girls. The plag- 
goers may believe that the author is a genius. 

„Now, I would like much to bea genius,” 
said Mr. Hough, in discussing the business of 
writing a play, “ but I have searched myself 
thoroughly and I must gay honestly that I 
can't find a spark of the divine temperament 
in my makeup. Mr. Adams and I have stud- 
fed the popular taste and we merely try to 
give the people what they want, and that in 
a businesslike manner.”

Tendency of Big Business House 
to Drift South Noted. 


BREAK DOOP’S MAGIC CIRCLE. 


Many Shrewd Investors Put Money 
Into Outside“ Property.“ 
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The fact that the ownership and valuation 
compilation of the Chicago Real Estate Index 
company for the current year includes prop- 
erty as far south as Sixteenth street serves 
to revive the question as to what really com- 
poses the central business district of Chi- 
cago. 

Heretofore the book of the Index company, 
which is stated to cover the central business 
district, has only extended to Twelfth street, 
as has the valuation supplement of the 
Economist, which as usual this year does not 
extend beyond this last named street. 

Of course neither of these publications pre- 
sumes definitely to determine the boundary 
of this district, and as a matter of fact most 
brokers making a specialty of handling this 
central property are disposed to place the 
southern limits considerably north of 
Twelfth street, general opinion fixing it 
somewhere near Harrison street. 


Now It Is Different. 


Four or five years ago the union loop, or 
the magic circle,” as it frequently was 
termed, was generally regarded as approx!- 
mately fixing the boundaries of this district, 
and so strong did sentiment run in this direc- 
tion that this road may be said definitely to 
have drawn the line betarveen the sheep and 
the goats in a property‘ way. Just inside 
everything was regarded as gilt edged, and 
a sharp discrimination was made in prices 
as compared with property just on the out- 
side, where prior to the construction of the 
loop but little difference existed. 

The growth of the city, however, and the 
increasing demands of business have been 
steadily breaking down this artificial bar- 
rier until the loop, in itself, has ceased to be 
the all dominating factor in the eyes of in- 
vestors and business men. Formerly the one 
would not think of placing his money out- 
side in seeking for investments in down- 
town business property, while the other 
would as soon think of going out of busi- 
ness as going outside the loop. During the 
last two years, however, there has been a 
marked change of sentiment in these direc- 
tions, many of the shrewdest and most suc- 
cessful investors in Chicago realty putting 
thelr money freely into outside property, 
while many of the largest concerns in the 
loop district have found new homes on the 
outside. 


Significant Southward Movement. 


The movement south along Michigan, Wa- 
bash, and Indiana avenues has especially 
been pronounced, and, while the action of the 
Index company in extending its ownerships 
to Sixteenth street may not be conclusive as 
to any extension of the central business dis- 
trict as far south, it certainly must be ac- 
cepted as significant evidence of the remark- 
able development in that district. 

In this connection it will he interesting to 
note some of the more prominent concerns 
which recently have located there. Thus, 
Sidney Shepard & Co., or the Republic Metal 
Ware company, which for many years was 
on Randolph street, near Wabash avenue, 
have about finished the construction of a new 
building on Wabash avenue, just north of the 
St. Charles Air Line tracks. 

The Howe Scale company, for about 
thirty years located on Lake street, near Wa- 
bash avenue, is now in a new building on 
Wabash, near Thirteenth street. Fairbanks, 
Morse & Co., for many years at Lake street 
and Fifth avenue, and later at Franklin and 
Monroe streets, are now at Wabash av- 


4 enue and Eldredge court. 


The Diamond Rubber company, also for 
many years on Lake street, near Clark, is 
now on Michigan avenue, near Sixteenth 
street. 

The Heywood Bros. & Wakefield company, 
for over twenty years on Wabash avenue, 
south of Van Buren street, ie to occupy a 
building to he erected by the Potter Palmer 
estate on Michigan avenue, south of Four- 
teenth street. 

The Western Bank Note and Engraving 
company, formerly at Michigan avenue and 
Madison street, is eccupying a much larger 
plant on Indiana avenue at Twentieth 
street. 

Then, there also is the removal of the 
International Harvester company from the 
corner of Michigan avenue and Monroe styeet 
to the avenue and Harrison street. These 
are only 4 few of the firms which have left 
the loop district for homes outside, and 
which in their entirety make an impressive 
showing. 


Catching Up with Loop. 


Of course every one recognizes that the 
cream of Chicago’s central business holdings 
is to be found inside the loop, but the sug- 
gestive fact remains that much property out- 
side the loop is considerably more valuable 
than much that is inside the loop, and is 
likely to continue so in an Increasing ratio. 
Thus, prices along Michigan avenue from 
Congress street south to Washington street 
are far and away in excess of much property 


‘in the northern and western part of the loop 


district, and this advantage is likely to be 
maintained in an increasing ratio. 

South of this, this street and Wabash ave- 
nue and much of State street undoubtedly 
have most promising futures, and with the 
steady improvement in the character of the 
business locating there and its inevitable ex- 
pansion, coupled with the subway and other 
traction improvements certain to come, it 
does not seem unreasonable to predict that 
Twenty-second street will be inside the cen- 
tral district before many years. 


No Advance in Flat Rents. 


Much continues to be said regarding flat 
rentals for the coming year, but the con- 
sensus of opinion among the big renting 
agencies is that there is not going to be any 
advance over present rentals. As a matter 
of fact agents are well satisfied to renew the 
leases of their old tenants at present figures, 
and all talk of any general advance is de- 
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clared by these hig agencies to be without 
any foundation. There are occasional. ad- 
vances reported here and there, but these 
are more in the way of an evening up process. 
There are some spots, however, where build- 
ing has been below the normal during the 
last two or three years, and where better 
transportation facilities are promised, nota- 
biy along the line of the proposed North- 
western Hlevated road extension, where ad- 
vances are frequent, but even in this district 
the rule is not to advance the rents of old 
and satisfactory tenants. 

Here and elsewhere throughout the city 
some specutative flat huikiers and operators 
in this class of property are advancing rents 
with the view of making a better rent show- 
ing, and thus securing better prices for their 
properties, but these are in the big minority 
in a landlord way. 

Many agents frankly admit that rents have 
been steadily worked upward for the last 
four or five years, until they have about 
reached as high a paint as tenants will stand, 
especially in view of the business ee" 
of the last four months. 


South Side Transfers. 


MADISON STREET—The lease by the Jan- 
nings estate to William Loeffler of the prop- 
erty 274-276, between Market street and the 
river, has been closed.
